But not in safeguarding the 

so-called rights of the Georgia Railway and Power Company. It is at stake 

because she is objigated in the sight of high heaven to pe what belongs 


» Especially is it incumbent upon her to protect this. property for the 
gake of the mountain boys and girls of Georgia. 
* Too long have the shadcws of poverty, of injustice, of ignorance, and of 
cruel neglect rested upon the humble cabin home of the mountaineer. The 
urest blood of the revolution courses through his veins. In his sunburnt 
t honest face—in his rugged but sturdy independence—there is the pledge 
of a loyalty upon which Georgia may some day have to lean. Let us not 
rob him of his children’s birthright. 
; The survey recently completed by the University of Georgia shows the 
area of the tract of land_in the chasm opposite lot 11 in the Fifth district 
of Rabun county to be 100 ‘acres. This 100-acre tract was not surveyed in 
the original surveys of upwards of 100 ‘years ago, and was not granted or 
In this tract is included the main

The best lawyers in Georgia and in 
America are ready to bring suit against the water power trust, which is 
merely a criminal trespasser'on the soil of Georgia. It is not the fault of 
Governor Brown that suit has not long ago been brought. The delay by 
which the water power trust daily sinks its clutches deeper and deeper into 
the red old ‘hills of Georgia is not the fault of Governor Brown. At the 
proper time we propose to tell whose fault it is. But the water power trust 
eannot sink its clutches too deep for dislodgment. « The struggle will be long 
and the fight liard.” But the activities of big business shall give way to the 
hite banners of the Tallulah Falls Conservation Association, which shall 
nally be planted immovably above the surge of Tallulah’s Te Deums, guarded 
and protected by the United States government in a grand national park on 
the hills of Rabun and in the valleys of Habersham. 
So great has been the desire to compete for the $500 prize offered for 
the hest essay on “The Duty of the Republic to Save Tallulah Falls” that 
we have been compelled to extend the time to the first of December, 1912. 
From the mass of essays which have reached my office, from the Great

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Lakes to the gulf and from the Atlantic to the Pacific, I make a few selec- 
tions, which follow: 

“Scenery now is an asset, and in many cases waterfalls or other de- 
lightful scenes will pay more if used for scenic purposes than for the cofn- 
monplace commercial use. The American Civic Association recently showed 
thet Niagara Falls is paving scenic interest annually to such an extent that 
Niagara has a scenic value of $500,000,000. The uncommon beauty of Tal- 
lusi.., ats scenic and ‘histdric surroundings, its climate and ease of access 
should, in the nature of things, make it a more paying investment, if ex- 
ploited scenically, than for power. The thrifty Swiss people, in developing 
their water power, are not harnessing every fall and transforming it into 
ugliness and ‘white coal,’ but a number of the more attractive Swiss water- 
falls are to be kept simply to be looked at, because so mes. they will pay 
larger interest than if used for power.” 

“Tallulah Falls may safely be trusted to pay as much for scenery as for 
power, and should be kept for its scenic worth. But such is its higher worth 
to humanity, it should be preserved if it did not pay at ajJ. It touches with 
its natural charms the better part of life. It helps as nothing else can the 
general welfare. It pays dividends in humanity. Great scenes, far mare than 
forts and more even than the greatest works of art, glorify a country and 
unify a people.” 

“The failure to appreciate the beautiful. indicates the barbarian, and 
ugliness develops the savage. There was a time when a woman among the 
Hottentots was not worthy of her tribe until her front teeth were knocked 
out, her hair cut off and her cheeks mutilated. Surely we have passed too 
many golden milestones to prefer disfigurement to proportion, or noise in- 
stead of harmony, or the uncanny instead of the beautiful. Mother nature 
should not be disfigured and mutilated, and those who love America are 
trying to keep it beautiful.” 

“A United States district judge in Colorado recently paid a worthy 
tribute to a waterfall and refused. to allow its destruction. He held that a 
waterfall or a beautiful bit of scenery had a vastly beneficial use, even 
though it had no assessable value. In refusing to allow a power company 
the right to divert water and thus ruin a waterfall, he said: ‘It is a bene- 
ficial use to the weary, ailing and feeble that they can have the wild beauties 
of nature placed at their convenient disposal. Is a piece of canvas valuable 
only for a tgnt fly, but worthless as a painting? Is a blo@k of stone bene- 
ficially used when put into the walls of a dam, and not beneficially used 
when carved into a piece of statuary? Is fhe test dollars, or has beauty 
of scenery, rest, recreation, health and enjoyment something to do with it? 
Is there no beneficial use except that which is purely commercial” ” : 

Mr. H. H. Osgood, one of the south’s foremost artists, is quoted in The 
Atlanta Journal of Match 24, 1912, as follows: “If you have seen Tallulah 
as it was a year ago, don’t ever see it again. I went up a. few months 
after work had been commenced, and I could have cried. As it was, I swore. 
I don’t see how they could have done it.” 

“A deep sense of the indifference of a people to their own best interest 
speaks in those few simple words. . The soul of the artist revolts at such 
profanation—his thoughts can form no conception of ‘how they could have 


done it.’” 

“Is there no hope? Has God himself stepped from his eternal throne? Never! 
There must come out of this conflict another glorious victory, the everlast-) 
ing victory of right against might. Lift up your heads, you sons and daugh- 
ters of Georgia, in reverence and thanksgiving. Bring again the beauty and 
. joy that was lost. You can do it. Plant again those wasted banks: coax 
back the birds to sing their gayest songs where axe and hammer compete 
with them no more. Lift up, build up, for though Tallulah gives way before 
the encroachnfents of a vested corporation, the fittest survives, that the soul 
of man requires spiritual food for which the purest and most beautiful this 

world has to offer is none too good. Such is Tallulah; an inspiration: a 
precious gift, to be “protected with parental tenderness, generously shared 
in brotherly: love, praised and exploited with ardent affection, until her 
sphere of usefulness shail have expanded far beyond the imagination of 
man into the celestial realms of paradise.” 

“*The land of the free and the home of the brave’ has advanced too far 
into the realms of mental and spiritua] facts to dare to close any of nature’s 
magnificent ‘green gates to the gardens of joy.’ This land, in which the

Yeday, and least understood in its 
Seriousness, is that of indiscriminate 
immigration. As it is, the country is 
tull enough of indifferent citizens. ¥et 
through Ellis islang and other entry 
perts weecontinue each year to pile up 
@n accumulation of diverse nationali-~ 


ties that never can or will be assimi- 
‘ated by our people. To restrict the 
flaws and construct sensible barriers 
‘“s the task to which we should address 
Ourselves, and no class is more direct- 
ly interested in it than the farmer. 

“I have no sympathy with the old 
“*know-nothing’ contingent in Ameri- 
ca which used to pride itself on the 
slogan, ‘America for Ameficans only,’ 
and excuse ignorance or sloth on the 
flimsy pretext of patriotism. Neither 
would I put an inflexible embargo 
Upon entrance into this country. Ever 
since we set up in business as a re- 
. public America has been an asylum for 
the oppressed of all lands. They have 
looked towarg the Statue of Liberty 
&s symbolizing all that is good and 
hopeful and inviting to those who 
faileq from some cause to secure a 
‘square deal’ in their own countries. 

“But I do recognize that we have a 
fefinite duty to perform not only to 
the present generation, but equaily to 
those who are to follow us. If we al- 
Ow ignorant, unfit, diseased immi- 

ants, or those with no respect for 
Dur institutions and with inability to 
assimilate our idea)ls—to come in with- 
Dut let or challenge, and to occupy 
the land like a swarm of locusts, we 
shall be working poorly for the Ameri- 
tans of tomorrow. 

“America hag been called the melt- 
tng-pot of the world, in that it re- 
teives into its capacious spaces hordes 
from almost every nation, melting 
them into a common substance and 
turning them out Americans. But in- 
dustrial troubles—cropping out on the 
farms as well as in the great labour 
centers—-warn us that there is such 
& thing as over-crowding the melting 
pot, such a thmeg as throwing into it 
ingredients that.will not mix with the 
best and most enduring elements of 
American citizenship. 

“The farmers, by Keeping in touch 
fieterminedly with their congressmen, 


can exert a beneficial influence in pro- 
ducing the right kind of immigration. 
We do not wish to be harsh, bigoted 
or intolerant. But we are under no 
ob¥gations to accept the 
other ,nations and the first instinct 
with republics, as with individuals, is 
that of self-preservation.

Believed Riordan Will be Next 
American Honored by | 
Pope. 


Pius desires to 


Rome, May 25.—-Pope

honor the venerable

slope of the United States. At the 
earliest possible opportunity Most Rev. 
Dr. Riordan will be named as the next 
American cardinal. 

When, breaking all precedent in the 
Vatican, the holy father named in con- 
junction three dignitaries of the church 
in America for memberhip in the sa- 
cred college it wae his sincere wiseh 
that the dioceses of the great western 
slope of America should not be over- 
looked,. and that an Episcopal leader 
who has shed luster on the church, 
both for his. scholarship and. piety, 
should be property recognized. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the pope’s wish was 
not réalized in this nomination as in 
one other. It was impossible to create 
four American cardinals with one 
stroke of the pen and without raising 
a storm of protest in the senate of his 
holiness which still (as it was more 
markedly then) overwhelmingly § Ital- 
ian and pro-ltaltian. Mons. Falsoni 
and Mons. O'Connell were both desig- 
nated by brilliant and fortunate mis- 
sions as envoys of the pope and the 
ties which residence in Rome naturally 
eonfers confirmed their candidature. 
tut in order to present the hat to 
the metropolitan of Massachusetts it 
was equally important that offense 
should not be given to the metropoli- 
tan of New York The pope's inner- 
cabinet and the Roman cardinals wor- 
ried over the delicate @tmation for | 
weeks, and ultimately Pius and the 
objecting papal princes both 
made concessions. After the names of 
the cardinals nominated were announc- 
ed it was also given out by Pius him- 
self that he had named a cardinal in 
petto (secretly, in his heart).

It is possible to plant cotton in 
many sections of this state as late as 
the Ist of June, and, in a favorable 
fall, secure a satisfactory vield. It is 
easily»“possible to plant early maturing 
varieties of corn as late July. }. 
Cowpeas may be seeded in August for 
soil enrichment. 

Of course, in planting crops as late 
as has suggested, it is important 
to early maturing varieties. The 
extra early soy bean, the new era, 
Warren's extra early. the whipporwill 
cowpeas and German millet are good 
varieties to select. If no strains of 
corn which will mature in 90 to 120 
days are available in your community, 
secure seed from the north.

Some Baseball Definitions. 


Hugh S: Fullerton publishes an in- 
teresting baseball primer in the June 
American Magazine, in which he writes 
a hundred or more baseball definitions. 
We are quoting a few, ag follows: 

“Bean (N)—The head of a player (V) 
to bean—to pitch or throw and hit the 
batter in the head. (See Lima.) 

“Bone-head—A player noted for mak- 
ing stupid plays; one adapter spoke of 
a player's head as his ‘armored turret.’ 

“Crab—A crabbed player, a ‘grouch.’ 
The verb to crab means to show a 
quarrelsome or complaining spirit. 
Many of the worst ‘crabs’ in baseball 
are the pleasantest and most genial 
when off the field, their crabbedness 
evidently being the result of the nerv- 
ous strain of playing. 

“Flat-footed — Unprepared, caught 
napping. Any player who is caught 
napping off a base by a throw from 


pitcher or catcher is caught ‘flat-foot- 
The opposite of ‘on the toes.’ Flat- 
footed also is applied to runners who 
do not rise on the balls of the feet in 
sprinting, but allow their heels to 
touch. .Also such runners are kidney- 
tooted or slough-footed! 

“Meat Hand—The throwing hand ofa 
player, the term resulting from the fact 
that the throwing hand is bare while 
the other is protected by a glove or 
mitt. 

“Pebble Hunter—A player who makes 
excuses for making errors. The term 
arises from the fact that one old-time 
player was caught carrying pebbles in 
his pocket to drop on the ground after 
he fumbled, and then find, claiming 
each time that the ball struck a pebble 
and bounded wrong. 

“South Paw-—aA left-handed pitcher. 
The term is derived from the fact that 
most baseball grounds are laid out so 
the pitcher faces west, and a left-hNand- 
ed pitcher's arm is to the south.

London, May 25.—This has been a 
busy and anxious week for several of 
the more prominent American women 
tn England who have reputations as 
leaders of fashions to uphold. Uneasy 
lies the head that wears a crown, but 
how much more disturbed is the sleep 
of those American women who aim al- 
ways to be dressed in the fashions of 
the day after tomorrow! 

Madame Paquin has been in London 
for a few days. Can you realize what 
that means?’ The arbiter of fashions, 
the queen of the Rue de la Paix, who 
has it in her power, merely by her re- 
fusal to accept them as customers, to 
blight the vocial success of half the 
women in Mayfair, Madame Paquin is 
one of the most important women now 
walking this earth. And she has been 
ir London in person to consult with 
her chosen and oftunate American 
clients who are faHing all over them- 
selves in their efforts to secure from 
the French woman “creations” for the 
coming season that will cause the much 
coveted chorus of “Ahs’”’ and the buzz 
of conversation that are so dear to 
these social butterflies.

CAMPINES IN BELGIUM, 
ENGLAND AND AMERICA 


By F. 


L. Platt, Associate Editor Re- 
liable Poultry Journal. 

The Campine isa heavy layer of heavy 
eges. It is a Belgian breed that up- 
wards of six hundred years has been 
Grown as the “farm chicken” by the 
peasants who live on the sandy plains 
of the district of La Campine, which 
is the largest county in Belgium and 
includes that part north of Brussels 
and west of Antwerp. This sandy 
country is covered with a scrub 
Srewth of brush about knee high and 
matural food is scarce, so the Campine 
chickens must, from necessity, be good 
foragers—they must roam far in 
search of food and be quick to cat¢h 
every form of bug life. Therefore they 
are an active race, and in breeds of 
poultry alertness and small size are 
associated together. 

While the Campine in its native 
country covers a great deal of ground 
Searching for food and is active afoot 
and good on the wing, it knows its 
master and ig not afraid. Along about 
dusk, when the birds congregate in 
the barn yard, or come into the door 
yard, they are not easily frightened, 
but are friendly. When fitted for the 
show room, they are good posers, and 
are gentle and comfortable to handle. 

Began in 1865. 

The Campines @re pretty birds, but 
it was not until about 1865 that any 
attention was paid to breeding th: 
for feathers and form. A Mr. Van- 
Horn, who was station master of St. 
Lierre at Turnhout, Belgium, made 
hobby of the Campines and durine 
thirty consecutive years was engaged 
in breeding and improving the Cam- 
pine breed. He gave the peasants 
eggs, often his best cocks and even 
his pullets, thus improving their stock 
from the fancier’s viewpoint—making 
it more desirable and valuable. 

It was this stock from La Campin: 
that was imported into England and 
exported to America. They were ad- 
mitted to the American Standard of | 
Perfection, and appeared in the edition } 
of 1894. The back description of the 
male called for a white saddle. These 
white-topped males were white in the! 
wing bow and white in the wing bay. 
When these Silver Campines’ with 
While tops were shown at New York 
in the early niueties, M. R. Jacobus, 
who was then breeding Hamburgs, 
Saw then and gaid: 

“Think I would touch those things— 
they are nothing but cross bred Ham- 
burgs:!” That was in the days when 
the Hamburgs with their marvelous 
barring, symmetrical carriage and 
perfection of detail, the Cochins with 
‘their accentuated feathering, their 
convex lines of beauty and their goft- 
ness of plumage color, and other beau- 
tiful breeds of the fancier were high 
is popular favor. It was before the 
present day of high cost of living and 
the productiveness of the Campine 
failed to secure for it a-permanent 
place in America. In England the 
fowl was more favorably received and 
enjoyed an initial boom. The Campine 
C'ub of England was formed in 1899 
and in 1902 had a membership of 
H-orwever, the call for stock birds and 
eggs for hatching necessitated’ the 
wholesale importation of birds from 
Belgium and these imported birds fail- 
ed to satisfy the fastidious English 
fanciers. Naturally the fowl failed 
to prove up and drifted out.

The New Campine. 

In England the revival of interest 
in the Campine dates back about five 
or six years, when the hen-feathered 
stock began to command attention. 
This new type wag not received with- 
out strenuous objection from those 
who, having been fortunate engugh to 
have some of the best stock, were 
faithful to the breed and championed 
the white top color of the males. How- 
ever, the hen-feathered type of male 
prevailed. 

When the new type came on in Eng- 
land it was received by a new set of 
breeders. In America there had been 
a void period between the departure 
of the old and the arrival of the new 
Campine. But in England, while some 
fanciers gave up, shows suffered and 


enthusiasm flagged, it was only tem- 
porarily. The Campines were at the 
heighth of their popularity in 1902 and 
then the decline began. The first hen- 
‘feathered Silver Campine male _  ap- 
peared in 1904 and with it a plumage 
more flattering to the eye was created 
and the depression was replaced by 
greater enthusiasm, competition was 

Athy lated by the keen desire to ob- 
tain the advanced type, and a new 
lease of life was given to the Campine 
fancy of Britain. 

The new’ Campine, while in name a 
Campine, is in blood half Braekel. The 
first hen-feathered cock came from 
the yards of Oscar Thomas, Renaix, 
Belgium. Renaix is in southeastern 
Belgium, near the French border and 
it is in this district that the Braekel 
chicken is grown. This cock was ex- 
ported to England and there bred for 
the sake of the new fashion which it 


had set. 
The Braekel contributed some good 
valities to the new Campine. The 
Braekel { Belgium lays a larger egg 
than its sister, the Campine. It gave 
te the new Campine more ‘meat quali: 
tics. for the Braekel is a delicious 
table bird and much larger than the 
industrious little Campine that one 
‘gees on the sandy plains of La Cam- 
pine. One Sunday noon last July, the 
writer sat in a restaurant in Brussels 
with Louis VanderSnickt, the great 
Belgian poultry authority, who has 
gince died, and he said: “There are 
“300 Braekels a day furnished to this 
restaurant. I know it to be so far I 
know the man who supplies them.” 
He and I and his maid—for he was 
not well at the time and could not go 
‘gbout alone-—-were each served half a 
chicken, and the bill for each was a

Keep Them Separated. 


[ am in receipt of a letter from W 
J. Higgins, of Covington, Ga., 
subject of keeping ducks and chick- 
ens together in the same yard. Mr. 
Higgins gives me a splendid record ; 
that his hens and ducks have made |} 
when running together in the same 
pen, and then out on a good range. 

His method of feeding, as he says, is 
totally different from that of other 
breeders. He concludes his letter by 
saying: “Now I don’t think you will 
think the laying of the ducks has been 
injured by running with the chick- 
ens, s0 1 am unable to see how either 
the ducks or the chickens have lost 
out by running them together.” 

I regret that this letter occupies 
more space than I can give in my col- 
umn, which prevents me from publish- 
ing it in full. 

Now, as to running ducks and chick- 
ens together: Ducks were never in- 
tended by the Creator to feed on hard 
food of any kind. Chickens, on the 
other hand, were never intended to 
live on soft food entirely. Everyone 
knows that the gizzard of a chicken is 
built up with the most powerful mus- 
cles that their bodies contain. This is 
done by .nature in order to 
them to fully grind up everything 
which comes into it. 

On the other han if you willl ex- 
amine the gizzard of a duck, you will 
find that there is not enough muscu- 
lar force or strength in it to grind 
up even the most tender kinds of 
grain. Their gizzards are not intenpd- 
ed to grind, but ons to thoroughly 
mix the soft food that they feed on 
with the juice of the stomach, and 
thereby prepare them to take, through 
the intestines, the food that supplies 
every need of the entire system. 

I grant that under gome circum- 
stances it may be possible, by run- 
ning ducks and chickens together on 
a range to get a pretty: fair record in 
eggs from them, But when it comes 
to confining ducks and chickens in a 
small space, T contend that it is utter- 
ly imrpogsible to bring about the best 
results and keep chickens and ducks 
in health, 

Everyone knows that ducks are very 
filthy in their habits. It is a matter 
of impossibility to keep the water 
clean in any run in which ducks are 
confined. This water suits the ducks: 
but when it comes to chickens using 
it, it is almost sure to ereate siekness 
among them, and makes the‘*entire run 
unfit for a chicken to be kept in. 

T am quite sure that hard food sub- 
jects ducks to indigestion, which in- 
variably makes them weak In the legs 
and the back, and finally kills them. 
Of course, running out on a range is 
a somewhat different proposition, but 
I believe that they should be kept 
severely apart and T am quite. sure 
that if this is done it will not offly in- 
crease the egg output. but will add to 
the health of both ducks and chickens.

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I keep oyster shell 
before them all the time and plenty of 
fresh water for them in wooden pails. 
I have plenty of green for them to 
run on by sowing Swiss chard end 
Essex rape. This makes a splendid 
forage and the results are that they 
fill my egg basket every morning. 

My pen No. 1, of 24 ducks, made a 
new -record last week, as I was feed- 
ing them extra well on red comb meat 
mash to fill some large orders. i 
gathered from these 24 ducks in the 
7 days, 177 eggs, some of them were 
doing double duty as this was 9 more 
eggs than an egg each day. I would 
get an egg from each by 9 o'clock in 
the morning and would find one and 
scmetimes two more eggs late in the 
afternoon. 

I have shipped since the first of Feb- 
ruary, 2,000 eggs from this pen and 
they are still laying the big snow- 
white eggs every night. I would not 
dé without them for gold, as they 
beat anything that I have tried yet, 

Do you think the pure white Indian 
Runner duck as good layers: as the 
fawn and white ones? 

Answer: I am glad to get this let- 
ter because you give me your treat- 
ment of Indian Runner ducks, by 
which you have not only kept your 
ducks healthy, but have also made a 
Sreat record with them. 

I am having questions from all over 
the south as to how to feed Indian 
Runner ducks. I have answered a 
great many of these questions in’ The 
Constitution, and am therefore, glad 
to hear from one who from practical 
experience has made as much of a suc- 
cess with them as you have. 

You ask me if the white Runners 
are as good layers as the fawn and 
white. Reports come to me from some 
that they make a better record with 
the fawn and white: and then again, 
another complains of them. The same

“If the investigators at Washington 
only kiew Judge Archibald as I and 
others here know him,” says Major 
Everett ‘a arren, dean of the Lacka- 
wanna county bar, “they would not 
charge a bad motive to him or even 
suspect hita of a dishonorable act.” 

‘ine soul of honor and integrity, 
Judge Archibald is a man above re- 
proach,” declares Frederick W. Fleitz, 
prominent attorney and republican 
politician. “The appearances may be 
against the judge, but he is clean, 
decent and honest.” 

“Judge Archibald is just a bit fool- 
ish as far as business is concerned, 
but that explains all,” says Joseph 
O’Brien, former district attorney of 
Lackawanna county. “But you've got 
to see and know the judge at close 
range to understand him.” 

People in Scranton tell remarkable 
stories of Judge Archibald’s business 
ventures. The most of them have 
been very unfortunate, and today his 
accumulated wealth is represented 
mostiv in his home. This intimates of 
the judge say is mortgaged almost to 
its full value of $12,000. .He has great 
quantities of stocks which are prac-.

“All the work of later years is odd- 
jobs compared with what one does be- 
tween twelve and eighteen. Think of 
-the resolution, the energy and dogged 
grit it takes to get lessons on a warm 
spring day, with the world waiting to 
be explored and all the really import- 
ant things of life suffering for atten- 
tion; with kites to fly, tops to spin, 
and no end of responsibility about dogs 
and baseball and birds’ nests! A boy 
can learn his lessons—heaven knows 
how, but he can, for I did it. By 
stress of will I closed my eyes to the 
sunshine, my ears to the birds, my 
mind to the ball game, and got those 
lessons in civil government—and, Lord, 
where are they now? 

“The essence of my revised pedagogy 
is that in any line of study, interesti 
should precede acquisition; and partic- 
ularly, the interest should be natural, 
not an artificial interest made to order. 
I have forgotten civil government be- 
‘cause when studied, civil government 
had no natural interest, not the slight- 
est. It was remote, alien, presenting 
no part of. contact with experience of 

fe. Hence got it by the very hardest, 

meant nothing and the interest in 
birds’-nesting and baseball came out 
of direct experience; it was, as I say, 
a natural interest brought out by 
something that actually happened. 
Civil government didn't happen: and 
one can lay it down as a rough rule 
that you-can’t take interest in things 
that do not happen for you.”

Every experienced naval officer 
will tell you that owing to channel 
g@nd currents, every large battleship 
docks at Portsmouth at the risk of ser- 
fous injury or total loss; and yet Hale, 
of Maine, and Gallinger, of New Hamp- 
shire, were, for Many years, important 
members of the comunittee on naval) af- 
fairs, and Portsmouth was maintained. 
The same is if a measure true of the 
Mare Island yard at San Francisco; but 
Senator Perkins, of California, is now 
chairman of the comuittee on nava! af- 
fairs. Every principle of naval war- 
fare requires that this government 
should have one of its most important 
tations at Guantanamo, Cuba. But we

How a Lion Prepares His Meal 

In an article on liong in the June 
American Magazine, Stewart Edward 
White describes the manner in which a 
lton kills his prey. Mr. White has 
just returned from a year’s hunt in 
Africa, during which he saw seventy- 
one lions and killed several. Follow- 
ing is an extract: 

“The lion generally springs on his 
prey from behind or a little off the 
(uarter. By the impetus of his own 
weight he hurls his victim forward, 
doubling its head under, and very neat- 
ly breaking its neck. I have neven 
seen thig done, but the process has 
been well observed and attested; — 
certainly, of the many hundreds o 
lion Kills I have taken the pains to 
inspect, the majority had had their 
recks broken. Sometimes, but appar- 
ently more rarely, the lion kills its 
prey by a bite in the back of the neck, 
l have seen zebra killed in this fashion, 
but never any of the buck. It may be 
possible that the lack’ of horns makes 
it more difficult to break a zebra’s 
neck because of the corresponding lack 
of leverage when its head hits thw 
ground sidewise. 

“Once the kill igs made, the lion dis- 
embowels the beast very neatly indeed, 
anc drags the entrails a few feet out 
of the Way. He then eats what he 
wants and, curiously enough, seems 
often be very fond of the skin. In 
fact, | cking other.evidence, it igs occa- 
Vonaily possible to identify a kill ag 
being that of a Hon by noticing’ 
whether any considerable portion of 
the hide has been devoured. After 
eating he drinks. Then he is likely 
tc do one of two things: either he 
returns to cover near the carcass and 
lies down; or he wanders slowly and 
with satisfaction towards his happy 
home. In the latter case the hyenas, 
jackals and carrion birds seize their 
chance. The astute hunter can often 
diagnose the case by the general ac- 
tions and demeanor of these camp fol- 
lowers. A half-dozen sour and dis- 
xzusted looking hyenas seated on their 
haunches at scattered intervals, and 
treefuls of mournfully hump-backed 
vultures sunk in sadness, indicate that 
the lion has decided to save the rest 
cf his zebra until tomorrow;.and is 
not far away. On the other hand, a 
flapping, snarling Kilkenny-fair of an 
eggregation swirling about one spot 
in the grass means that the princtpal 
gctor hag gone home. It is ordinarily 
useless to expect to see the lion actu- 
ally on hig prey. The feeding is done 
before dawn, after which the lion en- 
joys stretching out in the open until 
the sun is well up, and then retiring 
tc the nearest available cover. In an 
undisturbed country, or one not much 
hunted. the early morning hours, up to 
say 9 o'clock, are quite likely to show 
you lions sauntering leisurely across 
the open plains toward their  lairs, 
They go a little, stop a little, yawn, 
sit down a while, gradually work their 
way home. At those thmes you come 
upon them unexpectedly face to face; 
or, seeing them from afar, ride them 
in a glorious gallop.”

Key West, Fla., May 25.—Passengers 
arriving here tonight from Cuba re- 
port that the uprising in the eastern 
provinces is more serious than at first 
believed and that the authorities are 
unable to cope with the situation.

Planting Strawberries.

of Countess Giulia Di Trigona, lady in 
waiting to Queen Elena, to her lover, 
Lieutenant Baron Vinvenzo Paterno, 
who is now on trial for her murder, 
have just been published. They teem 
with terms of most passionate love for 
Paterno, who, on the other hand, ap- 
pears to have grown steadily cooler, 
for the countess increasingly upbraids 
him for his coldness, “which I cannot 
understand.” 

In June, Paterno evidently threaten- 
ed to leave her for another, for she 
writes: 

“Remember, if you carry out your 
threat. I will come and snatch her 
from vour arms, for you are mine; 
and mine alone you must remain.” 

The last of the letters was written 
February 10, 1911, three weeks before 
the tragedy. It was as follows: 

“My Adored Enzo, why do you tear 


to pieces a poor woman's heart in this 


cruel manner? Is this al] the love you 
have for me? You treat me as if I were 
a bad woman, deserving contempt and 
detestation. ‘ 

“You make me suffer without pity 


and without any reason whatever, This 
evening, at the telephone, you said & 
lot of cruel things, and Il went away, 
oh, 20 sad and miserable. Then, after 
an hour, you called me up again to 
treat me even worse. And I had rush- 
ed up to the telephone so eagerly, 
hoping for a lucid interval of goodness, 
of reasonableness, of justice on your 
part... Instead, you were more cruel, 
more inflexible than before. I feej I 
cannot bear these tortures mueh 
longer. I feel and. foresee the end. 
Some day you will regret your e*uelty. 

“When I ieft you just now at the 
telephone, my heart was beating in. 
my throat, and everything see:ned to, 
turn around. Oh, how I wish I had 
done with this life. which, for me, is 
one ceaseless torment. 

“Goodby. my treasure; I love you so, 
so much, and I have been wholly yours 
for the last nineteen months.

“still,” now good only for junk, which, 


if it could talk, might tell a spirited story of mysterious midnight labors, a 
hasty raid by the revenue officers, and why some poor mountaineer is now 


doing time in the Federal prison.

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Dark and mysterious happenings, 
under the shadow of the law of Uncle 
Sam, are recalled by severa] old “stills” 
in the warehouse of the Stein Junk 
Company, 306 Marietta. street, where 
pierced with many holes from a rev- 
enue Officer’s hatchet they await a pur- 
chaser, their usefulness in a more dar- 
ing trade now gone. 

Many a captured still finds its way 
into the junk houses of the city deal- 
ers, says M. Stein, manager of the 
company. When the revenue officers 
find it convenient they are brought to 
the headquarters here, and once every 
three months auctioned offas junk, the 
proceeds going to swell the funds of 
the wovernment. 

At other, times the stills are left 
where they are discovered, always be- 
ing put out of commission 80 com- 
pletely that it is hopelesg to think of 
patching them. 

“Some months ago an old farmer 
brought a wagon load of this stuff to 
town,’ said Mr. Stein in talking of the 
peculiar articles. ‘“‘He must have had 
half a dozen at least, of various sizes, 
with caps, worms and the other para- 
phernalia all complete.

such a thin stream that it was scarce- 
noticeable. 

The contrast was the most striking 
recommendation that the smoke con- 
sumer could have had. 

In addition to reducing the smoke 
and soot to one-fourth its former vol- 
ume, the device also more than pays 
for itself and its operation in the sav- 
ing of fuel. This feature is attract- 
ing widespread attention from the 
railroads. 

Invention Extremely Simple. 

The invention is. extremely simple. 
By providing an immediate combustion 
of such intensity that all gases and 
small particles of coal are at once 
consumed, the device eliminates all 
except the smallest portion of smoke 
and light gas. 

It does this by means of gn oil 
spray, which works automatically, and 
which can be attached to any engine.

When the fuel was put on without 
the device working, there arose out of 
the stack a heavy volume of smoke 
that grew untfl it almost obscured the 
sun, directly behind it. It continued 
in force for four minutes by a relia- 
able watch, and died down until at 
five minutes and thirty seconds there 
was only a thin stream. 

The same amount of fuel in the 
same furnace, but with the consumer, 
caused a small flow of smoke from 
the stack.

Board of Hoealtly’ Meets To 


morrow Afternoon—No Re-| 


port Will Be Made to the Fi- 
nance Committee Until For- 
syth Method Is Surveyed. 


The board of hé@alth will meet tomor- 
row afternoon at 5 o’clock for the pur- 
pse of again considering the installa- 
tion of a plant to destrov the city’s 
garbage ina modern and “sanitary 
manner.

city in the way of small crematories. 
The finance committee, in other words, 


virtually agreed to adopt the board's | 


first recommendation for the New York 
destructor plant if the board found 
that the Forsyth plant was not feasi- 
ble. 

The board will, thereforefi feel called 
upon to only ascertain from an expert 
if the Forsyth plant is feasible. The 
finance committee, in referring the mat- 
ter back to the board of health, took 
the position that as the New York 
company wanted $275,000 for a plant, 
and the Forsyth company only $50,000, 
the health board should ascertain be- 
vond a doubt if the Forsyth plant could 
destroy the city’s garbage as it pro- 
posed to do. 

The health board will secure the ser- 
vices of an expert to pass upon the 
Forsyth plant. If that expert says 
that the Forsyth plant, at a cost of 
$50,000, will destrow each day 250 tons 
of garbage, and do it at a high tem- 
perature which will eliminate smoke 
and bad odors, it will probably recom- 
mend that the Forsyth plant be adopt- 
ed; if, on the other hand, the expert 
decides against the Forsyth plant, 
board will renew its recommendation 
of the bid of the New York Destructor 
Company. 

The finance committee has _ tacitly 
agreed to accept the next recommenda- 
tion of the board of health. 

The securing of a sanitary expert 
will delay matters a week or two.

It is conservatively estimated that

Rescue and Relief Work. 

The rescue and relief corps is today 
principally engaged in that section of 
the south above Morgan city. Today 
is distribution day and 5,000 rations 
are due. They will not arrive any 
sooner than the demands of the 
refugees in that section call for. The 
steamer Sugarland and a barge went 
aground with 400 head of live stock 
aboard, but were relieved of their car- 
gees by a relief steamer today and

New Roads reported the arrival of 
a large supply of supplies ard cloth- 
ing from New Orleans’ yesterday, 
which is being distributed by the par- 
ish committee. Relief boats were 
sent out today through the inundated 
@istricts loaded with rations. The gov- 
ernment relief station there was closed 
yesterday as all rations had been is- 
sued. Two additional car loads, how- 
ever, are expected there Sunday. 

Before Major S. P. Morris, of the 
Red Cross Society, who spent many 
weeks in the Torras district, left here 
for Denver last night, said that the 
demand for railroad construction and 
repairs would open a market for labor 
not engaged on plantations. He said 
he thought that the refugees from 
Tallulah, Black River and Cresse Tete 
Gistricts could return to their homes 
Sy June 1. 

Sufferers Are Grateful. 

“Wherever the representatives of the 
Red Cross have gone in these dis- 
tricts,”’ said he, “the name of the New 
Orleans relief committee has been on 
everyone's lips, and the fact that the 
thousands of dollars and carloads of 
supplies that have been raised by the 
citizens om New Orleans and distrib- 
uted to all portions of the inundated 
country reached from Vicksburg, 
Natchez and Baton Rougegis regarded 
by the Red Cross representatives as of 
such merit as would warrant special 
mention in the report of the work in 
the entire flooded district.

At Indianapolis 
Next Tnursday 


A Big List of Prizes

Indianapolis Ind., May 25.—(Special.) 
Lured on by the richest prizes ever 
offered in automobile speed competi- 
tions, and driving the speed creations 
of the most brilliant engineering 
minds of Europe. and America, the 
drivers entered in the second annual 
500-mile race at the Indianapolis mo- 
tor speedway will begin their long 
journey around the brick oval at 10 
o'clock next Thursday morning. 

For the second time in the history 
of the world’s greatest race course, 
the five-century contest for cars under 
600- cubic inches will be offered to 


@ 'the speed lovers and the sporting in- 


clined followers -of the automobile 


game in the United States. 

This is the greatest of track races. 
The first 500-mile event on the vitrified 
oval at Indianapolis astonished the 
world, and Ray Harroun in his Marmon 
Wasp wag the hero of the nearly sev- 
en-hour speed combat. The first race 
taught the speedway management, the 
engineers, the drivers and last but not 


least, the public. 

The second race will astonish the 
The greatest drivers on this 
side of the Atlantic are entered and 
event. The cars are faster than in 
1911.’ The requirements of the entry 
conditions were much more stringent. 
The facilities for handling the largest 
number of people that will witness a 
sporting event in 1912 are much im- 
proved over the 1911 conditions, and 
Indianapolis people, by co-operating 
with the speedway management and 
the hotels, will be able to easily han- 
dle all its guests. 

The motor speedway, at a cost of 
$650,000. has substituted a tunnel for 
old foot-bridge just north of the 
pits. This will facilitate the handling 
of the autos that are parked in the 
infield and the vast crowds that will 
view the race from this enclosure. The 
tufinel is just north of the wire at the 
north end of a paddock box stand. 
It will admit of the passage of two 
motor cars at the same time, going in 
opposite directions, and also provides 
two passages for pedestrians elevated 
above the vehicle passages.

McInnis is-a far more valuable play- 
er than Chase, ang has the box scores 
to prove it. For one thing, McInnis is 
a harder hitter than the Highlander 
star. There is not much difference in 
the fielding..Chase, perhaps, will make 
more brilliant plays in a season than 
his younger ‘rival, but for gteady, sure 
and conscientious work, game in and 
game out, there is nobody who has 
anything on the New England boy. 

“Stuffy” has this advantage over 
Chase in that he is more adaptive to 
team play and club. discipline and 
fights to the last. McInnis impresses 
a spectator as playing more for the 
love of the game than the fortnightly 
check. 

Chase, brilliant as he is, sometimes 
is mulish., When the Highlanders are 
Winning he looks like the best player 
in the country, but as soon as they 
slump Chase becomes morose and his 
game suffers.

He made the greatest second- 
sacker in the game out o¢ Eddie Col- 
lins, who faileqd as a shortstop and 
rightfielder. He added years to Dan 
Murphy's career by switching him from 
second Base to right field, and his tin- 
kering with McInnis brought just as 
good results. McInnis, a utility 
shortstop ang third baseman, in a few 
weeks at first became the talk of 
baseball. 

He played a wonderful game at the 
bag, and with his batting ability gave 
the team another live wire that en- 
abled it to collar Detroit and win the 
championship. Unfortunately, near the 
end of the season McInnis sustained a 
broken bone in his right hand and was 
unable to take part in the world series, 
although in the ninth inning of the 
last game, with two out, “Stuffy” went 
to the sack and had the honor of mak- 
ing the final putout in baseball’s grand 
prize. 

McInnis is a natural hitter. In 126 
games last season he batted .321, bet- 
ter than any other first baseman either 
in the American or National Leagues, 
That McInnis is no one-season bloomer 
is revealed by his heavy clubbing this 
year. Up to date he is batting above 
the .400 mark, being the best hitting 
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Athletics’ first-sacker, who is being 
ranked better than Chage-and Daubert. 
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performer of the world’s champions go 
far this season. 
Plays Deep Fieid. 

“Stuffy,” an ex-shortstop, covers a 
wide range of ground at first base. It 
is hard for a batsman to:°shoot a hit 
between him ang Collins. The clever 
pair work together perfectly. McInnis 
plays a very deep field and is clever 
in stopping scorcaing ground hits 
along the foul line. These stops are a 
boon to a team, for they cut off 
doubles or triples. 

Although shorter than most first 
basemen, “Stuffy’’ has a pair of rubber 
feet, and can get high in the air for 
wilg throws. Digging throws out of 
ground comes as naturally to him as 
stopping grounders when he played 
short. 

McInnis will be 22 years old next 
September. Today he is one of the 
most valuable players in America, and 
constantly improving. He is one of 
Mack’s most valued co-strategists. He 
was dubbed “Stuffy” by his mates be- 
cause, while utility infielder, he “call- 
ed” so many plays. Even as a bench 
warmer Mack put faith In the opinion 
of the youth 

Jake Daubert, Brooklyn’s  first- 
sacker, is easily the best in the Nation- 
al League. Like McInnis, he is con- 
scientious ang enthusiastic. Daubert is 
a streak in running the base and hits 
-300. In no department of the game is 
he weak; he is unusually strong in all, 
but in none is he better than Mcf§nnis, 
good as-he is. 

McInnis has the advantage over him 
in that he works better with the other 
Players than Daubert. His brain 
travels faster. He can diagnose the 
attack of the enemy better than Dau- 
bert. “stuffy” is not a first baseman 
alone. His searching eyes are analyz- 
ing every movement of the batsman 
and coacher. He is offering advice to 
the others; telegraphing Baker to 
look out for a bunt or wiring Thomas 
that he has caught a “steal” signal 
from the bench. 

It is this stuff, hidden from the 
spectators, tnat helps to make McInnis 
the monarch of first basemen. 

There are other worthy first base- 
men in the two leagues, although they 
all fall more or less below the stand- 
ard. of efficiency as set by McInnis, 
Daubert and Chase.

But the boys on the pier 
couldn’t haul him to the top. They 
drew him up half way and. then drop- 
ped him again. In the fall Coulon lost 
his grip on the boy. ‘He dove until he 
found him again. This time he was 
“all in,’ but managed to keep up until 
three icemen came to the wharf and 
hauled him up, with the rescued boy - 
in his arms.

You would not 
destroy every flower garden and root out every rose and lily because its 
space might be utilized more profitably to grow cabbage? 

The holy and beautiful are committed to us as a sacred trust. Are 
placed in our care to be tenderly cherished, and under our guardianship to 
be protected. And we should feel for them the same regard felt by Canova 
for the masterpiece of Praxiteles, the Venus de Medici. On its recovery 
the hand is found to be missing. And:they thought to honor this great 
sculptor by applying to him for its restoration. “Not for millions,” he re- 
plied. And when pressed for a reason, he answered, “Such a conception 
has birth in a man’s soul, and it would be little short of a sacrilege for any 
one else to attempt it.

Think what a responsibility rests upon us. On us who have been made 
guardians of the rising generation, and of others yet to succeed. When they 
shall learn, what a wonder Tallulah was, and how we suffered the hand of 
the Vandal to wreck and ruin a spectacle so magnificent. For an im- 
pression read a letter from little Tommy Atkins, who was disappointed 
last summer in going to see it, and now finds out that it is to be dig- 
mantled. “Mister man,” it begins, “I don’t know you but papa says yous 
are the big fellow tearing down Taloolu. Its rong you done seen it. Us 
little fellows want to see it too. It aint fare. Last sumer my mama 
promis to take me up their. But May Inez had to go and get sick. I wuz 
goin to sell my goat and go anyhow. but the goat—he had to lay down 
and die. i took a big cry erbout it: Sam promis me anuther. but hes too 
titel to sell. cant you wait a whil. you know any body wants to buy a 
goat?” What could be more pathetic? It tells its own tale, and no argument 
is necessary. Men and brothers, can you resist such an appeal? Can you 
disregard the wishes of those less fortunate? Can you assist in the de- 
struction of these falls to gratify the rapacious hand of capital, and then 
with form-erect and brow unsullfed look straight into the eyes of your fel- 
lowman? No, no; you are the sons of those who made glorious the fields 
of Shiloh and Gettysburg. You will not dishonor their memory, you will 
not lend hand to an act of infamy. 

“But the cause Mrs. Longstreet has espoused is not hers alone, but 
ours as well, and sits, like patience on a monument, on the doorstep of 
each of our homes, calling in its helpless ponderosity and majesty, for pro- 
tection from the pilfering marauders who are already busy, by day and by 
night, with their work of destruction, and nowhere on the pages of American 
history has it ever been recorded that this nation has ever shirked its 
responsibility or shown the white feather. Nor do we believe at this hour 
that Mrs. Longstreet and her associates will be left, like Horatius and the 
dauntless Three, to hold the bridge alone when an army of American peo- 
ple, noted the world over for their patriotism and prowess, stand at her 
back, ready to do battle to the death, if need be.”

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UNDERTONE WAS FIRM 


IN COTTON SEED OIL 


New York, May 25.—(Special.)—Lo- 
cal cotton seed ojj prices were subject- 
ed to considerable irregularity during 
the past week, but at the close buying 
_ predominated and the undertone was 
firm. There was no alteration in sta- 
tistical conditions to account for the 
uncertain movement of values, but the 
-Fise ang fall of grain, provisions and 
cotton prices were fully reflected in 
the course of cotton seed oil. The 
violent break in pure lard early in the 
week, due to a sharp decline in grain, 
caused liquidation in cotton seed oil 
and the market broke sharply under 
pressure. Later, when grain ang lard 
rallied, cotton seed oil advanced, Fa- 
vorable weather reports from the 
south Kept cotton on the move and 
fluctuations in the staple, also, had a 
bearing on oil. The tirst government 
cotten crop report on June ¢ is await- 
ed with interest, as traders will then 
have some definite idea as to the ac- 
tual acreage planted. Crude oi] has 
been an unimportant factor, with 
trading practically confined to a few 
scattered tanks in the southeast. 

There has been no evidence of im- 
portant buying of May oil for refining 
shorts, although it is understood that 
several contracts are still uncovered. 
Tenders on ‘May contracts to date are 
reported in the neighborhood of 20,000 
barrels. , Most of this oi] has been 
taken in by manufacturing interests 
and it is believed that some of these 
factors are in a position to satisfy un- 
covered specifications if necessity re- 
quires. In other words, refiners are: 
not going to deliver oil unless they 
a@re unable to cover specifications an 
the Open market. Receipts during the 
week have been of very limited char- 
acter ang holdings of real oil in this 
section are not burdensome by any 
means. It is interesting to note that 
during the early decline not a barre] 
of spot oil changed hands in the open 
market. 

Refiners were buyers of the futures 
on a scale down. Western interests 
were liberal buyers of July, August 
and Septamyber shipments. The south 
has stoog “pat” on its positoin and has 
lost no confidence in the future course 
of prices. The selling appeared to 
emanate chiefly from Wal] street and 
cotton houses who handle extensive 
accounts for speculators. The underly- 
ing feeling all week was bullish for a 
long pull, although expressions in 
many quarters were at variance re- 
garding the immediate course of the 


market. It is generally believed that 
refiners are in possession of four- 
fifths of the oil left in the country 
and it is not likely that these interests 
will antagonize an upward movement 
in values. 

With pure lard selling at 10% 
per pound, 
seed oil is worth 7% cents to the re- 
finer. The consuming demand for cot- 
ton seed products at present is rela- 
tively low, because consumers have 
refused to recognize the recently -estab- 
lished high price. Improvement is an- 
ticipated as the seasgn progresses, be- 
cause supplies in consuming hands are 
light and ofl at its current price is the 
cheapest pure edible fat on the m. 
Tallow and animal greases are selling 
around the highest prices of the year, 
and the limited extent of production 1s 
a factor which promises to be a steady- 
ing influence, regardless of the ap- 
proach of the warm weather period. 
Soap makers whose contracts have ex- 
pired have been forced to suspend or 
restrict operations, owing to the ab- 
normally high cost of raw materials. 
This, however. does not apply to the 
packers, as these interests are able to 
compete with each other and make up 
their loss on other products. 

Export business has again continued 
light, with trade confined mostly to the 
high grade .oils in cases. The West 
Indies and various countries in South 
America have been the most persistent 
buyers of late. Foreign shipments 
from this port for the week amounted 
to 11,695 barrels. Among the week’s 
importations were 2,400 barrels of sey 
bean il from Kobe and London. Reports 
have been circulated recently of re- 
sales of cotton seed oil to this country 
According to one rumor, 8,000 barrels 
are now on their way to this port from 
France. It is a well-Enown fact that 
manyf oreign holders have made good 
profits on their oi] bought earlier in 
the year, and it is not unlikely that 
some of these interests will take ad- 
vantage of the present market and 
replenish their supplies with foreign 
oils. Several foreign goap Oils are sell- 
ing below the parity of cotton seed oil. 
Those close to the pulse of the cotton 
oil industry are not worried by foreign 
resales, because they believe that the 
domestic demand will be fully suffi- 
cient to absorb not only all the stock 
Europe can spare, but all the oil which 
is now held in thig country before Sep- 
tember 15. 

Daily cable advices from Marseilles 
noted steady markets on foreign veg- 
etable oils. Refined cotton seed oil 
closed in Hull at 27s 38d and crude oll 
at 25s per cwt. 
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WALL STREET GOSSIP 
OF GENERAL INTEREST 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, May 25.—(Special.)—In- 
Vestment as well as speculative senti- 
ment has been favorably affected hy 
the events of the week. Standard 
railroad bonds have drifted into a de- 
pressed and unsatisfactory condition 
@nd particularly because of the high 
cost of living, investors have turned 
from these securities to industrial 
bonds and preferred stocks that yield 
a larger income. Berlin has been sgell- 
ing investment stocks to London and 
at the latter center securities classe:l 
as gilt edged have been declining be- 
cause of political and labor questions. 
Thus the old standard of security of 
principal rather than the amount of 
interest received is being temporarily 
sidetracked in consequence of changed 
conditions. 

A decided contrast to the world’s 
general investment situation has been 
afforded by the recent remarkable suv- 
cess Of the Paris ioan of $41,000,000 
for the extension of the municipal gaa 
system. The loan was oversubscribed 
80 times, or, in other words, French 
investors offered a total of $3,280,006, - 
000 for $41,000,000 bonds and put up 
deposits of 3115,000,000 in cash. This is 
one of the greatest evidences that has 
been afforded since the close of th:> 
Franco-Prussian war of the accumu- 
lation of reserve capital in France. 

The present low ebb of investmen: 
business in bonds in the local market, 
with their unsatisfactory prices, is 
holding up negotiations for new rail- 
road financing that is needed for new 
equipment and ‘mprovements. This is 
one of the most unfortunate featur:s 
of the situation. Frequently in past 
years it has been a question of mony 
in the matter of bond issues. Now 
however, this is not the Case, as col- 
lateral loans for any period from sixtv 
davs to six months are easy at 3to 321-2 
per cent, and there Is a superabun4- 


» 


ant supply of capital. But’ corporate 
and individual investors are looking 
for a minimum income of & per cent 
and to this point standard railroad 
credit is drifting at the moment. With 
employees in nearly every branch de- 
manding higher wages and with no 
advance in freight rates in sight, the 
position of the railroads is certainly 
a trying one. 


Despite the unsettled conditions of 
the week, much satisfaction can be 
derived from the fact that the country 
has made further progress in the im- 
provement of its fundamentals. This 
is particularly true of crop conditions, 
the outlook for which is now brighter 
than at any previous time, because of 
the prevalence of the most favorable 
weather of the season. 


EsStimates as to the extent of the 
cotton acreage are still confused and 
a fairly reliable approximate wilk prob- 
ably not be reached for at lea two 
weeks. With the advent of clear 
weather, plantfng operations have been 
pushed with vigor. 


The improvement tin climatic condi- 
tion has greatly facilitated the distri- 
bution of merchandise from retailers’ 
hands throughout the country. and this 
has engouraged the placing of more 
orders with the textile mills. Although 
there has been some slackening tn the 
bookings for steel products, the vol- 
ume has been satisfactory, considering 
the high level that has prevailed for 
some time past, and the mills have 
been enabled to make and sustain some 
further advances. They are still run- 
ning» at 95 per cent of capacity, and 
have orders on hand for many months 
ahead. The copper industry maintains 
its previous prosperous condition an4 
the metal this week touched = 16 6-8 
cents. a new high record. In the minor 
manufacturing interests reports gener- 
ally are very satisfactory, plainly indi- 
cating a continued large consumption 
Dy the country.

Attention is called to 
the fact that a new printing contract 
is soon to be let for a period of two 
years, and Mr. Still urges that some 
provision shoulgq be made to thorough.

Council 
adopted: a rule whereby no person 
other than members of council would 
be allowed to speak on the floor of 
council and this rule was made very 
rigid and has never since been broken.

This change was due to the united 
work of the city hall newspaper re- 
porters. 

While sessions of council are much 
shorter and more work is transacted 
in the same space of time under the 
new rule, there is still considerable 
speech-making, but it is now confined 
to the members who have a monopoly 
on the hot-air business.

Religious history of an unprecedented order will be made in 
Atlanta in 1913. The three great national bodies of the Presby- 
terian church—the United Presbyterian General Assembly; 
the Presbyterian church in ‘the United States, representing 
the northern wing, and the Southern Presbyterian church— 
have all agreed to hold their annual assemblies in this city. Out 
of the event it is very probable that there will grow that church 
union, or rather reunion, which is the prayer of every good re- 
ligionist, not to mention the man who is bound to sharp lines of 
denominational demarcation. 

Doctrinal questions only separate these three ruling organiza- 
tions. It appears there is little reason why their differences cannot 
be reconciled, organic union effected and the church march forward 
in compact formation, and without the divergencies and overlap- 
ping jurisdiction that must, at present, inevitably impair the mil- 
itant efficiency of all three. 

It is a tribute to this city’s size and importance that it should 
have been chosen as the scene for what promises to be an epoch 
in denominational history in America.

In many cases, milk consumed by infants upon the farm, 
and sold in nearby urban markets, is still handled in such a way 
as to positively invite contamination by bacilli and other mediums 
of uncleanliness. At the summer resorts, to which many mothers 
take their babies for the heated terms, precautions are yet more 
lax. The proprietors, in a large number of instances, regard their 
vocation as only temporary and are not disposed to take the 
precautions indispensable to the insuring of milk free of the germs 
of diseases threatening adults as well as infants. As a matter of 
cold fact, many city epidemics of typhoid breaking out in the 
autumn are referable to absence of proper restrictions in the 
muchly-teuted health resort. 

Impure and germ-laden milk is among the surest slayers of 
infants and young children yet brought within the purview of 
science. The man or woman of mature years may be able, by robust 
constitution, to throw off the infection. But to babies and chil- 
dren of tender years the milk that has not been properly safe- 
guarded may carry in its deceptive whiteness all the fatality of a 
death-warrant. Any municipal or state regulation that tends to 
hedge its marketing with greater scientific barriers is a benefaction 
to the generation that is yet to serve society.

One of the penalties of being 
a king is that everybody séems to tage 
it for granted that your majesty will 
not permit you to get seriously down 
to work. This, of course, is nonsense,

In fact, the job of being king is no 
sinecure, today, especially when you 
have to satisfy the exacting wants of 
a nation getermineg to get the utmost 
value for the amount subscribed in the 
civil list. I do not mean to suggest 
that the English people are at all nig- 
gard in their attitude towards the 
royal family. Nothing o¢ the kind; 
but the wave of republicism has 
strengthened so much in recent years 
that the more ardent the monarchist, 
the more loyal] the British Tory, the 
more exacting dp these become in their 
demands upon the king’s talent and 
the king’s energy. 

George V. has shown that he is well 
equippeg to play his difficult part. 
And when he stepped the quarter-deck 
of the Neptune, he was in every sense 
at home. In 1891, with the lineal rank 
of a commander, he held down a full- 
fledged captain's berth as the capable 
skipper of the cruiser, Melampus. He 
took this fine olq fighter through the

(Hibernian for “Father, dear’) is a 
kindly, peace-loving shepherd, who is 
sincerely anxious to do the best he can 
under any and all circumstances. Mrs, 
Harriet Stanton Blatch and other 
prominent suffrage leaders in the Unit- 
ed States, are in frequent communica- 
tion with the active organizers here, 
and after politics simmers down a lit- 
tle in the great republic of the new 
world we expect to receive a number of 
America's women voters and hear them 
speak on the issue as it relates to the 
future government of Erin.

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POISON PISTOLS 
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‘by Toughs of Paris 


They Carry Pistols Which Ren- 


der Persons Fired At Uncon- 
scious Without Seriously In- 


juring Them—Some Novel 


Weapons Used by Crooks. 


London, May 25.—The ordinary Paris 
apache or hooligan invariably carries 
@ revolver, and most of the murders 
Which have recently horrified Paris 
have been committed with the ordinary 
six-shooter. 

The weapon which the police found 
upon Prevost, who lay in wait for a 
bank messenger on April 2, last, was a 
novelty. He'and a friend named Cou- 
lon planned to kill this messenger ina 
way which would be least likely to at- 
tract public attention. 

Coulon carried a bludgeon with 
which to stun the man. Prevost had 
@ medical syringe charged with that 
most deadly of all poisons, prussic acid, 
He confessed that he had meant to 

uirt this down the victim's throat, 
which would have resulted in his in- 
stant death. 

A pistol which renders the person 
Bred at unconscious without seriously 
injuring him was found upon a hooli- 

arrested in East London in October 


The cartridges contained a mix-’ 


ture of gun-powder, burned cayenne 
pepper and lycopodium, the fumes of 
which caused the person fired at to 
loge consciousness. 

Net Much Originality. 

Very little originality is shown by 
the assassin. If he does not use a pis- 
tol or a bomb he has recourse to an 
ordinary Knife. In almost all political 
assassinations one of these three has 
been used. 

The only exception was Luccheni, the 

anarchist, who so brutally killed the 
unfortunate Empress of Austria at Ge- 
neva. His weapon was a file fixed in 
@ wooden handle and ground to a Keen 
point. This was afterwards destroyed 
by the Swiss authorities. 
. The “black-jack,” a variation of the 
old-fashioned sand bag, is a favorite 
with the New York crook. “Silent talk- 
ers” is another name given to these 
deadiy weapons, one blow from which 
will stun the strongest man. 

Some three years ago @ man was ar- 
rested in New York for the murder of 
an ol4 woman who had been caretaker 
in an up-town flat, and there was 
found in his possession a black-jack of 
which the head was a leather pouch 
filled with small shot. he handle was 
of plaited leather nine inches long. It 
weighed nearly two pounds. 

A somewhat similar weapon was 
taken from a man who is now in Sing 
Sing prison, serving seven years for a 
murderous assault upon his employer, 
an Albany butcher. It has an iron 
ball for head and a length of steel 
wire rope for handle. 

A Dtiabolical Specimen. 

As diabolical a specimen of mur- 
derous ingenuity as ever was discov- 
ered by police was found in the pos- 
gession of a Chinaman, who had been 
working in a laundry in New Orleans, 
and who was believed to have intended 
using it upon his employer. 

It was a tiny stiletto with a handle 
about as thick as a carpenter's pencil, 
and a blade four inches long of glass 
pointed as keenly as a needle. A tiny 
groove had been filed around the blade 
close to the hilt. Suppose it was driv- 


“en into a man’s body it would be cer- 
‘wain to break off at 


the groove and 

ave three inches of glass deep in his 
flesh. What is more, the puncture 
would be so tiny that it would prob- 
ably close at once, and show no mark, 
not even a single drop of blood. 

A blind elderly woman who 
found dead on the kitchen r 
house in Manchester had been stabbed 
with a corn knife, which was found on 
the floor beside her. The murderer 
Wwas never caught. And a surgeon's 
lancet was the weapon used by the 
maniac who, in the year 1900, stabbed 
no fewer than eighty people in the 
streets of Kiel, and before he was at 
last arrested caused a panic worse 
than that produced by the infamous 
Jack the Ripper. 

Perhaps the strangest weapon ever 
used for killing was an umbrella In 
October. 1908, a man named ‘Ernest 
Smith was found dead in Chiswick 
High street. He had a punctured 
wound in the eve which had reached 
his brain, and which the doctors agreed 
had undoubtedly been caused by the 
steel ferule of an umbrella. 


GERMAN ARMY OFFICERS 
WOULD RETAIN DUELLING 


Berlin, May 25.—-It Is not at all like- 
ly that dueling in the German army 
will be suppressed. The army officers 
are absolutely opposed to any interfer- 
enee with the right of a beau sabreur 
to defend his wounded susceptibilities 
by slashing the cheeks of the offending 
party. The minister of war, General 
won: Heeringen, stated the army view 
bluntly and succinctly when he said the 
réfusal to fight placed an officer in a 
position where he was no longer of 
value to the army or the empire. Gen- 
eral von Heeringen must not be re- 
garded as a modern swash-buckler be- 
cause he makes this statement. He 
is no firebrand, but a practical profes- 
gor of arms who believes that discip- 
Tine in the German army would not 
survive a. sudden and “revolutionary 
change such as that now proposed. 
While there is very little hope of an 
fmmediate suppression or-reduction of 
duels in the military establishment it- 
gelf, it is hoped that the propaganda 
being made will temper the tendency 
of the German students to judge colle- 
@iate prestige by the number of slits 
and slashes which the graduate or un- 
dergraduate can display. In this way 
the discussion of duelling in Germany 
aa producing much good.

The Tast 
one to do so was King Manuel, late 
of Portugal, who with his royal moth- 
er, came there, in October. 1910, to 
spend their first night in exile in this 
country: the first was the Due d’Au- 
male, fourth son of King Louls Phil- 
ippe. After the latter's abdication, in 
1848, he left France, and the members 
of his family found homes in different 
parts of this country. The Due dAu- 
male bought Wood Norton, then only 
a sh®oting box, from the late EdwWard 
Holland, member of parliament, and 
lived there the life of an ordinary 
English country squire gradually tin- 
creasing the estate, which at first hada 
consisted of only a few hundred acres, 
to its present size. His guests used to 
be hbilleted on the neighboring farms, 
and life at Wood Norton was infor- 
mality itself. The duke kept house to 
all ranks, and never was above drink- 
ing a mug of cider tn a farm kitchen. 
He died tin 1897, and, in his will be- 
queathed Wood Norton to the Duke 
of Orleans, who, as head of the Bour- 
bon-Orleans family, claims to . be 
France's rightful ruler.

Many Royal Guests, 
While the Duc @Aumale had Wood 


Norton, King Edward, then Prince of 
Wales, often visited him for the hunt- 
ing, and no end of European royal per- 
gonages have been guests of the Duke 
»f Orleans. The bigwest round-up of 
royalties that ever assembled there got 
together in November, 1907, for the 
marriage of Princess Louise, the duke’s 
sister, to Prince Charles of Bourbon- 
Sicily. The principal guests then were 
the debe als of Spain, tha aueen 


of Portugal, the Grand Duke and Grend 
Dbuchess Vladimir and the Comte and 
Comtesse de Caserta. While King 
Manuel and his mother were there, 
they were visited by King George and 


Queen Mary. 

At Wood Norton the Duke of Or- 
leans always has been “your majesty.”

Rus- 
sia has reviewed a good many of her 
earlier acts in the Shah's dominions 
with the apparent desire of avoiding 
mistakes in future. And she has trou- 
ble enough helping the Persian ruler's 
advisers Keep a strong hand on the 
Mejiis, whih is a second edition of her 
own Duma, only more volatile and 
harder to manage. When Shuster was 
compelled to leave Persia, Americans 
in St. Petersburg regretted his speedy 
passing from Teheran.

At- 
lanta. has many splendid citizens born 
beyond the border lines of the south, 
and among these people are numbérea 
many of the. most progressive men of 
Atlanta. buf*any man at all familiar 
with Atlanta and its growth and with 
the people who have made the city, 
Knows that southern-born men are re- 
sponsible for nearly all of its remark- 
able progress and for the creation of 
that spirit, ridiculed and laughed at, 
and made the butt of many a joke by 
other towns, but a spirit which is ever 
doing things, has been due mainly to 
Mative-born southerners. The creative 
spirits who have dominated the finan- 
rial interests of Athanta, who have led 
in its great building operations, who 
have dared to show their faith to the 
very limit by their works, are Men “to 
the manner born.”’

Investigation, 
ver, showed to the promoters of 
the”™enterprise that there was such a 
pearcity of labor in Atlanta that it 
would be difficult to undertake the 
erection of large exposition buildings 
without injuring the building opera- 
tions of the city then under way. This 
and other causes resulted in a decision 
to abandon the projected exposition, 
but in order that the enthifsiasm should 
mot be wasted, it was immediately pro- 
posed that instead of an exposition an 
guditorium worthy of Atlanta should 
‘tbe constructed. This was promptly car- 
ried out, giving Atlanta a splendid av- 
Gitorium with a seating capacity of 
about 7,000 and with a $50,000 organ 
one of the best ever built in the United 
States. 

The possession of such an auditd- 
rium made possible, so far as an ade- 
quate house fs concerned, the bringing 
to Atlanta two weeks ago of the Met- 
ropolitan opera. An auditorium, how- 
ever excellent, and an organ, however 
costly, would not in themselves have 
been sufficient even to secure the Met- 
ropolitan opera or to have made a suc- 
cess of it. That required something 
mors than these. 4nd again the “At- 
lanta spirit’ was in evidence. It took 
only three davs to secure a guarantee 
of over $60,000. So great was the en- 
thusiasm, so opera-mad was Atlanta 
and the ee country for 100 

re that the receipts were 
over $80,000. Otto Kuhn, of the great 
banking house of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
who is a financial backer of the Metro- 
politan Opera Company. was so de- 
livhted with the enthusiasm and the 
spirit of the place that he stated to 
the local papers that outside of New 
York, Atlanta was the only city in the 
United States where a visit of the 
Metropolitan opera was profitable alike 
to the company and to the city. and to 
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he world.

this he added that henceforth the Met- 
ropolitan company would be heard 
Only in New York and Atlanta. So 
freat was the abandon of the city to 
the spirit of the occasion that the 
grand opera was the subject of unl- 
car, on 
every street corner andin every parlor 
of the city. Caruso is credited with 
the statement that in no other place 
in America had he felt to the same 
extent the thrill of a responsive au- 
dience to such a degree as to give him 
stage fright unknown elsewhere, until 
he caught the spirit of the occasion. 
And some who have heard him in many 
places say that nowhere else in Amer- 
ica has his singing ever been so great 
as in Atlanta. The spirit with which 
Atlanta concentrated its energy upon 
grand opera for a week is the same 
spirit which has made this city one 
of the marvels of the age, a city of leas 
than 200,000 people, cosmopolitan and 
metrepolitan alike. 

Calhoun’s Prediction. 

In 1835 or 1837, at a great conven- 
tlon in Memphis, John C. Calhoun de- 
scribed with the skill of a master hand 
the topography and possibilities of the 
central] south. Looking to the future, 
he said that physical conditions would 
compel the building of railroads to 
converge about six miles from Deca- 
tur, Ga., at a place known as Atlant 
Calhoun’s prophecy reached. its fulfill- 
ment when active railroad construction 
was undertaken in the south, and ever 
Since then railroads have been concen- 
trating at Atlanta and making of this 
sity one of the leading railroad cen- 
ters in America. Calhoun saw witn 
i prophet’s vision what railroad bulld- 
ng would mean, and saw it at a time 
when there were but a few miles of 
railroad in the whole country. 

A few weeks ago there were two 
kindred pessimistic spirits in Atlanta 
about prices of its real estate. Daily 
is they journeyed downtown they dis- 
cussed the great activity in and higna 
irices of rea} estate. Recently one of 
hem, meeting his friend one morning, 
is usual, again voiced his fear that 
real estate prices were too high. To 
his surprise his friend took issue with 
him on the ground that Atlanta’s. re- 
narkable growth justified its real es- 
tate activity. The next morning friend 
No. 1, picking up a daily paper, saw 
that friend No, 2 had paid $6,000 or 
thereabouts a front foot for a business 
lot. Then he realized that as a pessi- 
mist he stood without companionship 
in this city of optimigts. Since then 
a piece of real estate has sold at over 
$7,000 a front foot for building opera- 
tions, and not because of any value in 
the buildings on. the» property. 

A few months ago a new hotel, much 
more attractive than any in Baltimore, 
“as built and completed at a cost of 
about $1,000,000. Atlanta already had 

number of modern hotels, but the 
supply hag proven inadequate, and con- 
tracts have been let for another to cost 
3750,000. Splendid office buildings have 
been going up with persistent regu- 
larity for some years, but the demand 
for office room seems to exceed the 
supply, and before a new building is 
near completion the offices are all 
promptly taken. These modern sky- 
scrapers, in construction, In the beauty 
f finish, in interior work and in mod- 
ern conveniences would be creditable 
‘ec citleg of ten times Atlanta’s popu- 

tion. 

Travel, always heavy to and from 
Atlanta, is increasing with such rapid- 
ity that the splendid Terminal station 
built only three of four years ago at 
1 cost of $1,500,000 or $2,000,000 is 
showing signs of being overcrowded, 
and at times its facilities for travel 
are heavily taxed. Still larger facili- 
ties will be needed within a few years. 

Rush of Traffic. 

The business streets of Atlanta are 
becoming badly congested; especially 
is t true in an area of five or six 
slock& where from early morning until 
late at night the throng of people re- 
minds the visitor of New York. A large 
extension of the business area will be! 
inevitable in the near future. It is 
suite possible. that some of the con- 
zested gtreets may have to be widened 
vy the city, however great the cost 
vould be, 
often force cities, even against their 
will, to spend immense sums in order 
to provide facilities necessary for con- 
tinued uninterrupted progress. Atlanta 
“rows so rapidly that the streets in its 
business center, its hotels and its of- 
fice buildings never seem quite equal 
to expanding rapidly enough to take 
‘are of the increasing population and 
transient travel. The growth of At- 
lenta during the last thirty years has 
been very small] in contrast with what 
the next thirty years will show of in- 
creased population, increased industria] 
development and an expansion of 
wealth a good many times greater 
than that which has been seen since 
1889. It is quite evident that the 
enthusigsm and the optimism of the 
“Atanta spirit” will expand even more 
rapidly: 

in manufacturing progress, through

A few days later she met her lover 
and he scolded her for keeping com; 
pany with the other fellow. She then 
told him of the engagement she had 
made. but at his request she agreed 
to break it and meet the sweetheart 
instead. 

The theory is that this second ap- 
pointment was also broken, and that 
Florence took this to heart, and it 
became the motive for the suicide. 

Unwilling to accept this theory of 
the case, the parents of the dead girl 
are searching for some clue that will 
bear out thefr theory. They believe 
that she was the victim of some fiend 
who enticed her from the street she 
was following on her way to her home.

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BOUGHT “TREASURE ISLAND” 
FOR JUST $3 PER COLUMN 


London, May 25.—Some rather inter- 

esting and, I believe, not hitherto pub- 
lished details about the first appear- 
ance in print of Stevenson's “Treasure 
Island” were given me, the other day, 
by N. F. Henderson, the veteran pro- 
prietor of “Young Folks,” one of the 
oldest papers for boys and girls 
this country. Henderson, who pub- 
lished ‘Treasure Island” as a serial 
story, is acting at present as treasurer | 
of a fund for the benefit of perhaps 
the most popular of ail the authors, : 
Stevenson not excepted, who have con- 
tributed to “Young Folks,” in the per. | 
son of a former editor of the paper, 
Richard Quittenton, who is now 78 
and in ‘bad health. Quittenton | 
took charge of “Young Folks” in 
1872, and edited it for twenty years, | 
Pippin” stories which 
try between the years of 1872 and 1876 
These stories, which Quittenton wrote 
under the name of “Roland Quiz,” de- 
scribed the adventures of a valorous 
dwarf, ang even now letters are re- 
ceived at the offices of ‘Young Folks’ 
asking where they can be had. Among 
those who have contributed to the 
Quittenton testimonial are Conan 
Doyle, Rider Hagigarg and Arthur 
Quiller Couch, each of whom is now 
“Sir.”’ 
“You may be interested to hear,” 
said Mr. Henderson, apropos of a refer- 
ence to Sevenson, “that his great ad- 
venture story was named ‘Treasure 
Island’ not by him, but by me. When 
the manuscript was submitted to us, 
by the way, Stevenson was practically, 
unknown, and’we paid for it at our 
usual rates for work by unknown 
writers, twelve and sixpence a col- 
umn.” 

Whereat I gasped, twelve and six- 
pence being a bit less than three dol- 
lars in American money. 

“Stevenson had named the story, 
‘The Sea Cook’,” Mr. Henderson added, 
‘but “Treasure Island’ struck me as 
a happier title, and 1 wrote him that 
this would have to be its name if 
published by us and he wrote back 
at once saying that my title was much 
the better.” 

During the serial publication of the 
story, Stevenson frequently dropped in 
at the offices of “Young Folks,” in 
Red Lion Court, and Henderson, like 
everyone else, promptly fel] under 
the spell of his personality.

Where did the expression “swank” 
come from? Since its introduction into 
the vernacular of this country. some 
six Or seven years ago, no slang term 
nas been more popular with Britons 
and the question of its derivation ot- 
ten has been raised. I have geen it 
stated positively that ‘‘swank” origi- 
nated with our American negroes, but 
that’s a delusion, though I fancy that 
the exrpession has crossed the Atlaatie 
and is well known to you in U. Ss. A 

According to a* correspondence now 
proceeding in one of the high-browed 
weeklies here, “swank” is a good old 
inglish word, but none of the authors 
who are quoted as using it, seems to 
haxe done so in the sense we do at 
present. It dates as far back even as 
‘Chaucer, to Whom “swankinge” evident- 
ly meant working or moving, urns 
used “swank” in describing a horse— 
“a filly buirdly, steere and swank”’— 
While Scott wrote “swankle” when he 
meant an active or clever young fel- 
low. But who first used “swank” asa 
Synonym for “putting on dog,” there 
is nothing to show. 

Where one British slang expression 
is adopted in the United States, ten 
American Ones become part of the 
British vernacular. The re&son, of 
course, is that our slang is so uncom- 
monly expressive. “Made good” is now 
quite a@ common expression over here, 
while “it’s up to you” and “bunch” as 
meaning a number of people are two 
quite recent additions to the English- 
man’s vocabulary, while “the goodg” is 
another strong favorite. Some of the 
London sporting and theatrical writers 
make a point of being as American as 
they know how, and occasionally pro- 
duce some fearsome phrases. One of 
them, the other day, remarked that 
something or other was ‘‘a.~real ‘lalli- 
pazoo,’ as our American cousins say,” 
The supposition is that he meant “lal- 
lapalooza.”

In enlightened Germany a case occurred 
in 1900, first related by Mr. Friedman, 
and ever since cited by all criminological 
writers as a “classic case” as illustrating 
the incredible hold which vld folk-super 
‘titions still have upon some undeveloped 
human minds. 

Anton Glueck wag arrested for cutting 
off the head of his boon companion and 
friend. He is inconsolable because an Offi- 
cer of their regiment, in passing, dragged 
him away from the corpse of his friend. 
If he had not been interrupted, he would 
have recited the magic formula which 
would have “healed on” the head again, 
whereupon his friend, thus miraculously 
restored to life, would bave been graced 
with the power to discover buried treasure 
which the two friends intended sharing, 
The case is fully substantiated and it is 
attested that Anton Glueck and his friend 
were normally developed and perfectly 
rational and sane individuals! 

Each province abroad seers to have its 
own superstitions, and the conscientious 
criminologist, on settling in any one spot, 
takes the trouble to familiarize himself 
with the superstitions of the particular 
locality before considering himself a full 
fledged doctor of this, the latest science. 
Thus, Dr. X., graduate of the Lausanne In- 
stitute, will know where to look for the 


murderer in a case of sudden death oc- 
curring in Thuringia, showing symptoms 
of poisoning, when he learns that Gross- 
bauer Kirsch has passed the remark that 
the murdered man looks as if he might 
some day die of consumption, for in Thur- 
ingia it is generally believed to this day 
that hemlock, given in small quantities, 
will not produce acute poisoning, but will 
cure consumption. 

Some superstitions are merely pictur- 
esque and absurd. In some parts of Ger- 
many it is believed that in’ erecting a 
building on unsafe ground, such as 
marshy ground op sand, stolen material 
should be used to insure safety. Poach- 
ers consider themselves safe if’ they ob- 
tain a piece of the stone supposed to be 
contained in the entrails of every bat! 
Some thieves leave behind them a tiny 
blood stain, believing that this will insure 
their escape The fat of a dog, if boiled 
and strained, will cure consumption. Can- 
dles made from the fat of a virgin will 
insure the slumber of persons whose bed- 
rooms are entered with the burning can- 
dle; and a candle made from the blood 
of a woman who died in childbirth while 
giving birth to twins, makes the thief in- 
visible.

very highly regarded: Asked to comment 
upon the proposition advanced by Kipling in 
his much-discussed poem. ““The Female of the 
Species: A Lesson in Natural History,” Dr. 


Homaday said: 


In not a single instance, so far as I have ever dis 
covered, is the female of the species more deadly than 
the male. On the contrary, throughout the whole 
mammalian branch of the animal kingdom, at any rate, 
the male is invariably larger, stronger, more aggressive 
and a better fighter than his mate, and In many in- 
stances is specially equipped by nature with fighting 
apparatus which the female lacks. 

Before going into particular cases, consider the gen- 
eral aspects of the matter. As Kipling rightly puts it, 
the female is “launched for one sole issue, armed and 
engined for the same,” but his conclusion that “to serve 
that single issue, lest the generation fail, the female of 
the species must be deadlier than the male,” while it 
may make good poetry, is very poor natural history, and 
moreover, is quite contrary to the wiser provision which 
nature has made for the perpetuation of the species. 
To make the female the fighter would have just the 
opposite effect to that claimed for it by Kipling. It has 
been repeatedly shown that the persistent slaughter of 
mothers will exterminate any species of animal, no mat- 
ter how numerous. 

The surest way to make “‘the generation fail’’ would 
be to let the females do the fighting. That is why na- 


ture has ordained that that department shall be exclu- 


sively taken care of by the male. 

Among the primates the males are 
invariably “more deadly” than the 
females. The full-grown male 
Orang-outangs are particularly pug- 
nacious, fighting savagely among 
themselves for supremacy, biting 
each oOther’s faces and frequently 
biting off fingers and toes. The fe- 
males never fight unless attacked. 

Among wolves the female is far 
inferior to the male in this respect. 
It is a fact that the sRe wolf will not 
even fight to protect her cubs. 

I have had considerable experience 
with the buffalo, the largest of our 
horned animals. I have found that 
the full-grown male must be con- 
stantly watched for signs of il) tem- 
per, while the female is seldom if 
ever dangerous. 

In the deer family, which includes 
the deer, the moose, the elk and the 
caribou, nature most clearly indi-

But instances might be readily multiplied by any 
schoolboy Which is more “deadly,” the bull or the 
cow, the mare or the stallion, the ewe or the ram? 

The more “deadly” nature of the male elephant is so 
well recognized that showmen invariably prefer ths 
females, although they are much smaller and therefore 
less valuable from the showman’s standpoint. In a 
large circus there are ten females toone male elephant. 

Even in the case of the she bear, which Kipling spe- 
cifically mentions, he will find few naturalists to agree 
with him. It is undoubtedly true that the she bear will 
put up a great fight when her cubs are molested, but it 
is equally true that the she bear is less powerful than 
the male, and therefore less ‘deadly.’ Mr Bruin when 
cornered will fight the best he knows how, and his best 
js more than equal to that of his cub-robbed mate. 

Among birds I think it will be found that in every 
case if the male isn't uglier than the female it is at 
‘east as dangerous, and the same holds true of the 
reptiles. 

Nature made the female to breed and the male to 
fight, and when Kipling tries to prove the contrary he 
will find he has a long shot, with a limb in the way.

The two most famous historical cases are those of 
Brown-Sequard, who records his own case, and that of 
Marie Antoinette. 

Brown-Sequard, when forty-eight years of age, found 
five white bairs in his head one morning. He pulled 
them out. A few days later he found three white 
hairs, and removed these. This process continued.. He 
claime that these individual white hairs which he re 
moved had turned white in one night, as he ‘had -not 
geen them before the stated morning. 

The facts of the matter, of course, are these. At 
forty-eight, the new hair replacing the old fs very apt 
to be white, and BrownSequard had simply overlooked 

athe existence of ingrowing white hair. 

Dr? Gustav Behrendt makes. highly intelligent men- 
tion of some interesting cases, notably that of a Berlin 
physician who underwent an operation on the eyes, 
which was unsuccessful He had been in the hospital 
a few days only. When he left the bospital—a blind 
man—it was noticed that his dark Rair had turned 
white in the few days tn whicb he had been absent 
from home. 

When his friends commented on this he did not con- 
¢radict them, but the author, Dr. Behrendt, makes the 
caustic reflection tbat ipasmuchb as the physician had 
been ip the habit of dyeing his hair, it bad naturally 
turned white, when, owing to the trouble witb his eyes, 
he had given no thought to his hair, and had omitted 


to dye it! 
Concerning Marie Antoinette, Charcot writes as fol- 


lows: 

“It has repeatedly been declared that Marie Antoin- 
ette’s hair turned white in the night which preceded 
her execution. The circumstance is not mentioned in 
either of the following works: Prudhomme, Revolu- 
tions de Paris’; Montjoie, ‘L’Histoire de Marie An- 
toinette.’ The latter says that the Queen’s hair was en- 
tirely white the day she ascended the scaffold (Page 
419), but he also says, in the same history (Page 345), 
that the Queen was already white haired at the tlme 
of the death of the King.” 

Thus is exploded one of the most popular fairy tales 
handed down to posterity as history. pa 

The trutb of the matter is that the color of the hair 
cannot be changed suddenly by shock or fright. It be- 
comes white only by replacement—whicb is necessarily 
gradual. 

Hair “turns gray” not through any change in the 
pigment, but through new hair, without any pigment 
at all, which takes the place of the old worn-out, pig- 
mented hair. 

The color of al) hair is due to a pigment. Thé colar 
of hair is dependent upon following circumstances: 

1—The exterior condition of the hair—carelesgly ar- 
ranged or curly hair, appears lighter than smooth hair. 
Whether oil, water, pomade, butter, or grease are used 
to smooth hair does not matter. 

2—The amount of air contained by the hair. All 
hair contains more or less air. It is contained in the 
rind of the hair, never in the Marrow. The marrow 
consists of a single chain of cells, usually spherical in 
shape. Whether air is contained in the cells, or exists 
between the cells, has not been definitely established. 

3—The color of the hair depends chiefly 
upon the pigment. Hair with little pigment 
is blond; with no pigment in rind, white; 
no pigment, but marrow well developed, sil- 
very white. Dark hair ts highly pigmented. 
Dry hair, containing much air, appears 
darker when greasy or wet. The canverse 
is true, of course. 

Pigment is of two kinds, diffused pig- 
ment, which permeates the entire rind, and 
grains of brown or black pigment, contained 
and existing only in rind Pigment is never 
found in the marrow of human hatr, 
only in the hair of animals. The very fife, 
outer skin of hair never contains pigment 
Pigment offers great resistance to chapge of 
color. It can, of course, be effected by veg 
etable or chemical agents. 

Authorities are divided on the origin of 
pigment. In origin it is either haemotoven 
or autogen—that is, it is either generated 
by the blood and carried by the blood to 
the hair, or it is generated by and in the 
individual cell. J] embrace the latter, the 
autogen theroy 

There are, of course, many authorities 
who believe that hair may turn white in a 
single night through some extreme emotion, 
such as pain or fright. 

According to Metchnikoff, for instance, 
there are cells in the human body whose 
business it is to remove unnecessary or in- 
jurious microcosms from the body. Such 
cells Metchnikoff calls phagocytes. He 
claims that the toxic poisons which attend 
certain diseases cause these phagocytes to 
be very active. He firmly believes that hair 
can suddenly turn white. He claims that 
extreme excitement, fright, fear, pain or 
horror affect» organic life in so far as the 
secretion of certain glands or cells is 
checked or stimulated thereby. Thus the 

phagocytes’ activity is stimulated, and through remov- 
ing the pigment from the hair—that is, through carry. 
ing it away out of the hair—the hair is turned white. 

Phagocytes, according to Metchni\off, are particularly 
busy at night and at midnight. He is so certain of his 
grounde that he states he is certain some remedy wil) 
be discovered to kill off these busy little phagocytes, 
thereby -obvieting their baleful action

cells which kill or “eat up” (as one author calls it), the 
hair pigment. 1 do not believe, either, that it is 
possible to remove pigment from the hair. Hair turns 
white gradually only through replacement, New haip 
takes the place of old bair continually 

The growling hair bas a hollow root, shaped some- 
thing like a raspberry, and the papilla fits into this 
hollow root, just as the raspberry stem fits into tha 


raspberry’scup. Even before the new hair is full grown, 
long before it begins to solidify at the root, a new pa- 
Pilla is formed closely alongside the papilla of the old 
hair, and the new hair begins to grow. This process 
is continuous and uninterrupted, 

Now I claim that fn older persons, or in persons whe 
are in bad health, obstructions occur in the formation 
of pigment, causing the new hair to be without pig- 
ment, that is, white. What these obstructions are due 
to has not yet been ascertained. We can readily see, 
always remembering that the process of replacement 
goes on continually, that the entire crop of hair grad, 
ually is white. 

Sometimes we find piebald hairs, pigmented at one 
end, white at the other. The process of pigmentation 
has deen interrupted at one time or other, hence the 
piebald appearance. Also we find sometimes in 
young persons patches of white hair in among the 
dark hair. Such phenomena I designate as “ring” 
hairs. It is caused in precisely the same way. Pig: 
mentation on one part of the scalp has been hindered. 

Landois’ theory is somewhat confused. He is not very 
lucid in his statements. He seems to believe that sude 
den turning white of the hair is due to other elemental 
processes than gradual whiteness. He speaks of dee 
coloration. He does not make it clear whether he be- 
lieves in replacement or in loss of pigment. Appar- 
ently he thinks both possibie. In sudden cases of white 
hair he inclines to the belief that the pigment under- 
goes some cryptic change, for he writes: “I have ex- 
amined the hair of a man which turned white in one 
night, and I find no change in pigment. On the other 
hand, I find an abundant growth and development of 
air cavities in the hair, which latter, in spite of the 
pigment, makes the hair appear white.” 

He relates that the hair of his patient, that is, the 
individual hairs, were partially white, some were white 
at tip, some were white at roots, some were partially 
white and partially blond, ,checkerwise, throughout 
length of hair. I have already explained bow this phe- 
nomenon can take place. It is quite impossible that air 
cavities can entirely disguise the pigment. 

All the hair examined by Landois was blond bair, 
In examining black hair we wil] find that the marrow 
is always invisible from the outside. 

In conclusion I desire to say this. I wish to make 
brief mention of the fact that an intimate relation exists 
between the hair and the nervous system. Because I 
oppose al) theories which attempt to explain sudden 
turning white of the hair, I do not wish my colleagues 
to draw the incorrect deduction that I deny that the 
general condition of health, of tbe nerves, of nutrition 
has no effect upen the condition and color of the hair. 
On the contrary, I believe in a very intimate interela- 
tion. , 

I vigorously deny that fright, pain, a shock of any 
kind can suddenly turn hair white, but my explanation 
for white hairs—an obstruction of some sort exists 
which hinders the formation of pigment which hitherto 
was freely formed—assumes the fact that the general 
condition of health, of age, of the nervous system, etc., 
has everything to do with the color of the hair.

There are two ways to apply the designs - 
to the materials upon which you wish to 
work. 

If your material is sheer—such as hand- 

. kerchief linen, lawn, batiste, and the like— 
the simplest method is to lay the material 
over the design and with a well pointed penoil 
draw over each line. 

If your material is heavy secure a piece of 
transfer or impression paper. Lay it face 
down upon this, then draw over each line 
of the paper design with a hard pencil or the 
point of a steel knitting needle. Upon lift- 
ing the pattern and transfer paper you wil! 
find a neat and accurate impression of the 
design upon your material. 

There are.two points to observe in this 
process if you would execute it satisfactorily. 
One is to see that your material is level—cut 
and folded by a thread—and that your design 
is placed upon it evenly at every point. 

The second is, when placed accurately se- 
cure the design to the material] with thumb 
tacks or pins so they cannot slip during the

Do not rest your hand or fingers upon any 
part of the design you are transferring, else 
the tmprint of your fingers will be as distinct 
upon the material as the drawn lines of the 
design.

If annoyed by breaking silk when sewing, 
particularly in overcasting where there is 
a hard pull on the thread, try drawing the 
fingers along the silk from the point where 
broken off to the end. Sometimes waxing 
gives further strength. 

Never forget to thread a needle from the 
opposite end of the thread from where it is 
broken off. 

as needle can be more quickly threaded if 
the eye is held over a white surface, and 
the needle itself is steadied by pressing the 
thumbs back to back while the thread is 
being pushed through. 

Be careful in your choice of needles. Cheap 
ones never pay. They rust and break quick- 
ly, and the least inequality of the eye breaks 
the thread. <An envelope of thin oiled silk 
should be used for extra packs of needles, 
otherwise they will be rusty when needed. 
Such an envelope should b. included in the 
fitting of every workbag. 

Half the disparagement of needles is due 
to using those unsuited in number to the 
silk or cotton. Try to draw a coarse thread 
through a fine eye and the thread splits and 
knots, besides not sewing smoothly. Use 
crewel needles—wnich come in all sizes and 
lengths for embroidering. If nervous, never 
use too coarse a needle, as it pushes badly 
and constantly comes unthreaded. 

Needles are of three kinds—sharps, be- 
tweens, and ground downs. Sharpsare most 
generally used, but the woman who grows 
accustomed to betweens will never use any- 
thing else.

Especially for silks or delicate mull is a 
fine needle imperative to prevent unsightly 
holes. 

Dispose at once of a broken needle. Do 
not put it aside to be thrown out later: be- 
fore that time comes it may be imbedded 
one some one’s flesh, and be watchful when

you. A woman awoke one night with a sharp 
pain in her leg. 
X-ray to find the trouble—a needle broken 


off close to the knee. It had been left there 
by the woman's daughter, who threw her 


work on the bed and neglected to notice 
that the thread was minus a needle when 
she removed It. 

Do not buy cheap thread or sewing silk. 
Breaking is maddening and colors fade. For 
fine hemming or stitching use O or silk. 
Many sewers do not know that there is a 
finer letter than A. For gathering a coarse 
buttonhole twist is more easily handled than 
doubled sewing silk. Never double a thread 
through a needle, as it is sure to pull; rather 
take two threads of equal length, putting 
both through the eye at once. 

Keep needles dry and shiny, and the thread 
clean. Have an emery in every work bag 
or in its absence one’s hair can be utilized. 
Thread or silk kept on spool cases grows

OR several centuries, in fact, one 
HR way and another, for thousands 
of years, women have been the 
pecullar custodians of the 
home. Housekeeping has been, gen- 
erally speaking, the business of every 
woman; and she has been judged ac- 
cording to the efficiency with which 
she conducted it. 

A great change, howevér, has come 
about so gradually that it is scarcely 
realized by the majority of people. 
Practically all of the industries have 
been taken out of the home. As men

developed certain commerciga!] lines they 
saw opportunities to make money Dy 
commercializing one after another of 
the everyday home industries, unt!l 
now women find that they no longer 
are required (or even allowed) to do 
the spinning, weaving, tailoring, 
stocking and glove knitting, the large 
scale baking, brewing, candle making, 
etc., etc. It is only in the most prim- 
itive and isolated communities that 
the woman of each household under- 
takes the providing of food, clothes, 
table and bed linen for het establish- 
ment. 

Therefore, this being the case, the 
modern woman is singularly unoccu- 
pied with the necessities of life. In 


cases where she does her own work 
she is more or less busy; but as fam- 
ilies are very much smaller and people 
im cities live in small and convenient 
apartments, all of the actual physical 
drudgery is condensed, lightened or 
made so slight as to be almost non- 
existent. - 

All this ts of much value to women, 
in so far as it gives them leisure for 
extending their influence and expend- 
ing their energies for the genera) up- 
lift of the race, and they should use 
their new leisure in some such way, 
beginning, of course, with looking 
after the tasks of their individual 
household. The busimesa of house- 
keeping is a serious though small one, 
and the proper understanding of food 
values, and even the larger issues of 
food regulation and a knowledge of 
food adulteration; should be taken up 
by every conscientious woman in 
America.

Certain chemicals 
are prohibited by law, such as for- 
maldehyde in milk, etc., yet others 
which are very undesirable are per- 
mitted, through the interpretation of 
the law, not the law itself. -Women 
are apt to feel that since the federal 
law is passed, the home is absolutely 
protected. This is not the case, be- 
cause the law merely requires the 
contents of package, can or contain- 
er to be stated upon the label: but 
in the case of foreigners or ignorant 
people, who cannot read the label, 
there is absolutely no _ protection 
whatever. Again, in many cases, 
fairly intelligent people, who can read 
the label, do not understand it; and 
very many of these do not realize 
how objectionable artificial preserva- 
tives are in food products. The phy- 
sickans of the country in the Ameri- 
can Medical Association convention a 
year or 80 ago voted unanimously 
against benzoate of soda as a food 
preservative. Yet the interpretation 
of the national law, made by the con- 
clusions of the referee board (a body 
of five eminent scientists who ought 
to know better), was that benzoate of 
soda taken in certain quantities, is 
not harmful. The board of food con- 
trol, composed of three members of 
the cabinet, went a step further and 
interpreted the law in such a way as 


to allow unlimited quantities of. this 
drug in commercial food! All of this 
is most strange, considering that 
there is no necessity for using chem- 
ical preservatives in foods. Many of 
the most prominent firms in the 
country put up foods commercially 


Ae 
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without any such poison, and every 
housewife knows that she can pre- 
serve fruits, jams, jellies, etc., which 
will “keep” a season or two, without 
any chemical whatever. Moreover, 
not only is it the case that it is 
unnecessary to use such chemicals, 
but it also is absolutely detrimental, 
both because the human stomach re- 
quires nutritive food—not peoisen— 
and because these chemicals fre- 
quently are used to cover up filthy 
and objectionable materials. This is 
not the statement of a “food crank” 
or a “muckraker,” but is well known 
among students of food sanitation. 
An official bulletin issued by the 
United States bureau of agriculture, 
about two years ago, showed the in- 
vestigations of one of the scientific 
Officials in-the bureau of chemistry 
regarding the catsup industry, He 
found something like thirty firms 
putting up catsup amid filthy con- 
ditions, and using nauseous material, 
namely the sweepings from the floors 
of “tomato canning” factories. Such 
decomposed masses, skins, corés, etc., 
are purchased from the tomato fac- 
tory, placed in hogsheads (often sec- 
ond-hand soiled ones), ‘ preserved 
with benzoate of soda, and marked 
“for use when needed.” It can readily 
be seen that such a putrid mass 
would be utterly impossible to use 
for any food, if it were not pre- 
served with some chemical. Hence, 
it is very clear that the use of this 
chemical. makes possible a kind of 
catsup which is fit for no human 


stomach, 
The evils, therefore, of using chemi-

too frequently the necessity for ade- 
quate food is not realized, food values 
@re not understood, and the ambitious 
young wife, in her desire for more and 
prettier house~ furnishings, spends upon 
these the money that should have gone 
into food for healthier bodies and 
clearer brains. » 
On the other hand, many young house- 


keepers err in preparing too heavy a 
diet, thinking that only eggs, meat and 
fish have nutritive value, and utterly 
disregarding the fresh vegetables, cere- 
als nute and bulky foods necessary for 
a satisfying diet. 

In consulting any standard cookbook 
the recipes can be thirded or halved, 
and the result be enough to serve two 
or three people very liberally. As 4 
general rule, soups should be cut in 
thirds; cookies, muffins and cakes in 
halves; croquettes and aJjl entrees in 
halves: salads in thirds and al! desserts 
in thirds unless one cares to repeat the 
psame dessert the next day. Nearly all 
bread recipes cal] for two cups of liquid 
and make two loaves—to make one loaf 
of bread use one cup of liquid and one- 
fourth of a yeast cake. It is rather 
unfortunate that the average young 
housewife does not make her own bread, 
or “breads of infinite variety?’ There 
is no department in all cookery so fas- 
cinating as the yeast mixtures, so de- 
licious and so satisfying. In halving a 
layer cake bake it in one round tin, 
out it in two and set one half above the 
other. 

Whenever arecipe is divided, write in 
-{nk in the margin of the cookbook be- 
side the stated ingredients the amounts 
needed; this will save hours of re- 
calculatmg during the year. 

Purchase some smal! plates for pies, 
a@ pretty brown and white baking dish 
and a sma!! casserole, so that the food 
will lose the ‘“‘lost’’ jook that makés s0 
many brides lonesome. 

Whenever possible, cook enough vege- 
tables at cnce to last for two meals— 
for instance, Monday night’s dinner calls 
for baked potatoes and Tuesday's 
breakfast for creamed potatoes. Bake 
enough Monday afternoon to supply 
both meals—a saving of thought, time 
and heat.

There are many bad conditions rela- 
tive to coloring matter in foods. A gov- 
ernment analyst in France reported that 
out of fifty colors that he examined 
fifteen were deadly poison and twenty 
were suspicious. While, of course, there 
are a few vegetable coloring matters 
which are harmless, there also are many 
to which “pure food people” greatly 
object. One commercial candy firm 
never uses any coloring matter what- 
ever, except a little strawberry juice, 
or something of that type, so that its 
candies are practically entirely un- 
colored. : 

The evils of food adulteration are so 
many that it would take hours to 
transcribe them to paper. Almost all 
rice on the market is painted with tal- 
cum. It is difficult to find any vinegar 
which ig not filled with strong acids, 
that eat the stomach. A}] American 
molasses is treated with sulphuric acid. 
Spices are sometimes adulterated with 
groundnut shells. A few years ago 
there was such a thing as bread cop- 
taining alum, acid phosphate of lime

and Sypeum, and even flour containing 


There was coffee made from 
chicory and beans, ‘possibly containing 
boot leather or dried hog’s liver.’"’ There 
were and are innumerable things color- 
ed with aniline dyes. Boracic acid, 
copperas, sodjum sulphite and salicylic 
acid and methy! alcohol were used. 
While most of the deadly poisons are 
now forbidden by law, coloring matter, 
glucose, saccharin, etc., are still per- 
mitted, although the last named is for- 
bidden after a certain future date. 
So many are the evils of food adul- 
teration that women frequently feel 
that they are afraid to purchase any 
prepared food. Nothing, however, 
can be more foolish and unnecessary 
than this attitude. It is only a mat- 
ter of a little study and intelligence 
to ascertain a large number of repu- 
table food manufacturers, who put 
forth absolutely sanitary products 
made of wholesome and nutritious 
material and und<r the most cleanly 
surroundings. Many manufacturers 
are absolutely opposed to the use of 
chemicals in foods. To ascertain such 
firms should be a sacred duty among 
women. It is not necessary to go into 
the thousands of cases of food adul- 
teration. Far wiser is it to study the 
constructive side of the subject, and 
select such foods as are absolutely 
safe and wholesome. There {is no 
doubt that the best factories are 
more sanitary than the average home 
kitchen. The factory has scientific 
experts, the latest inventions, the 
most exquisite white marble tables, 
porcelain or copper utensils and the 
knowledge which makes a microbe an 
impossibility. This, of course, is only 
in the model factories, whose pride is 
that they are conscientious in these 
respects. In some, the employes have 
their nails manicured at the factory's 
expense. The average home kitchen 
has not the money or the scientific 
equipment to make the conditions 
surrounding it so perfect. It is, there- 
fore, not mecessary for women to be 
conservative and reactionary, feeling 
that they must prepare every single 
item of diet with their own hands. 
Rather is it incumbent upon them to 
use their broader knowledge and 
learn how and where to purchase in- 
telligently, to combine foods properly 


and to study the needs and require- 
ments of the human system. This is 
peculiarly the work of domestic 
science clubs. 

Women have the purchasing power 
in this line, and therefore they have 
an enormous responsibility. The bad 
manufacturers and merchants fear

them; and the good ones greatly dee 
sire to co-operate. 

We have touched upon the cause of 
food adulteration, the extent and 
the means. It now remains to decide 
upon the remedy. Women can attack 
the evils of food adulteration in two 
ways, the large or the small; they 
can use individual intelligence or 
collective force. The latter is possi- 
ble, especially through domestie 
science organizations. One remedy ig 
the social ostracism of great mand- 
facturers who deliberately adulterate 
food, and the imposing of heavier 
fines and prison sentences upon such. 
The courts are peculiarly lenient. 
For some reason, after the governe 
ment has done its work; its inspecte 
ors have seized food samples: its 
chemists have analyzed them and 
found the poisons; when the case ig 
turned over to the courts, the judges 
frequently impose the most nominal 
fines (often as low as $10 or $1), 
whereas they might impose as high as 
$500, or put the offender in jail. The 
man who would deliberately poison 
food, thus causing wholesale illness, 
and possible death, who would fill the 
soothing syrups intended for sick 
babies with opium, morphine, etc., 
and then have labels primted pearing 
the Me “absolutely harmless; contain- 
ing no opiates,” etc., is a far greater 
criminal than many. petty offenders, 
who go to jail and are the pariahs 
of society. This man, therefore, how- 
ever wealthy and prominent he may 
be, should be disgraced by impris- 
onment and fined heavily and women 
should watch these judgmefits and 
create strong public feeling against 
food adulterators. 

Much of this is in. the hands of 
women. Their indifference and igno- 
rance is imposed upon by the une- 
scrupulous manufacturer. and is de- 
spaired about, on the part of the hon- 
est dealer, who feels that the public 
does not encourage him in his effort 
to put out excellent food, by patron- 
izing him. Public opinion is an 
enormous weapon, and the pure 
chasing power is the greatest of all. 
The ballot would give women: even 
greater strength, and doubtless i§ 
would assist them in compelling 


good legislation; but even without 
that, they have the purse and the 
power of insisting upon certain foods, 
'which indirectly would eliminate the 
objectionable kinds.

When the idea of the redirection 
education began to pervade educational 
thevught in Georgia, the club women 
assumed the task of promoting indus- 
trial education in the elementary 
schools. 

Model Schools. 

Through the establishment of model 
schools in several parts of the state, 
they sought to familiarize our people 
with the work and at the same time 


-te provide industrial training for crtil- 


‘gs °nolarships to many 


dren who seemed to be in need of it. 
As time passed and they, as well as 
cthers, saw industrial training to be 
a necessary part of education for all 
children, they sought to induce systems 
of schools to incorporate certain forms 
of industry iyto their courses of study. 
As a matter of course {ft 1s neither 
possible nor desirable to analyze re- 
sults so as to estimate exactly the 
comparative value to the factors in- 
volved. but it can be said with abso- 
lute ‘certainty that there has. never 
been an advance in educational theory 
or practice in the state of Georgia 
for which the club women did not 
work and in which they were not earn- 
estly helpful. The model schools which 
they established and maintained have, 
with few exceptions, lived in spite of 
tremendous difficulties, and are today 
@oing the industrial work they were 
intended to illustrate. Women have 
encouraged and contributed to a num- 
her of schools not under their im- 
mediate care and have made it pos- 
sible im those schools to demonstrate 
the greater efficiency of education 
when Vitalized by industfial activities. 
» * For Retter Santtation. 
have been the leaders for the 
for medical insvection. and 
for hetter sanitation in the schools. 
Thev have promoted the formation of 
libraries in the schools, and have stim- 
vuiated teachers and patrons to beauti- 
* school houses and grounds. They 
have estabished kindergartens, given 
young women in 
«Trader to encourage the training of 
teachers, and tn many other ways pro.- 
moted better education in both rural 
and city schools. Perhaps their great- 
est service has beer in rousing school 
beards and officials to better effort 
and larger recognition of the impor- 
tance of redirecting education and 
bringing it into vital contact with 
everyday life. 

With the recent changes in the edu- 
eational laws of the state have come 
larger opportunities for the club wom- 
en and a field which is very inviting 
to laborers. 

The state superintendent of schools, 
whose office the new law created, un- 
Cerstands the great service which the

™ Teacher and Parent. 

Tt has 1 been understood that no 
high degree of efficiency can be 
reached by a school without the en- 
Operation not only of parents and 
teachers, but of all the best mem. 
bers of the community. The state 
federation, in recognition of this fact, 
provided several years ago for the es- 
tablishment of home and school clubs. 
The supervisors decided to adopt these 
clibds as the best means of securing 
the co-operation #pf parents, teacher 
and all other memebrs of the commu- 
nity, and to recommend that these 
clubs join the State Federation of 
Womens Clubs ‘instead of having a 
Beparate state organization. 

When enough home and school clubs 
have been organized in a county, these 
with all other clubs of the county, wil] 
be asked to join a county federation, 
which is a part of the district federa- 
tion now in operation, and, through 
that, of the state federation. When 
this plan was made known, the wom- 
en’s clubs all over the state gave 
hearty co-operation. The work of the 
supervisors has been greatly strength- 
ened by their help, and plans are being 
made for the future, in which the 
women will be still more prominent. 

It will be a little hard to explain 
in @ small space the effect of the isu- 
lation, which is one of the difficalties 
of the country school. It may be said, 
however, that there is no more potent 
influence than this isolation in bring- 
ing about the passivity, the hopeless- 
ness and the absolute indiffe*ence 
which sometimes creep gradually upon 
a teacher who might have been a 
b ing to the school. It would ve 
hard, also, to explain the detachment 
which many city women feel with re- 
gard to the country teacher and the 
coun school. There is a type of 
city woman whose prosperity and hap- 
piness depends very largely upon the

Prosperity of a certain rural commu- 
nity, but who thinks of the Httle girl 
teacher in that community with less 
consideration, than she does of her 
family cat, if, indeed, she thinks of the 
teacher at all. BetWeen the extremes 
quoted and a golden méan of excele 
lence, there are all grades of feeling, 
from absolute indifference to the most 
eager interest, an@ all grades of activi- 
ty, from entire passivity to nobdly gelf- 
Sacrilicing work. 

In the face of this, the supervisors 
have felt that the first step toward ac- 
tive co-operation was to. bring the 
teachers and the club women together 
in a social way; let them come to know 
and respect each other, and thus pre- 
Pare the way for the sympathetic co- 
Operation which is so much to be dee 
sired. The elub women have been 
called upen to lead in this social con- 
tact, and to provide for a socia] gathe 
ering to attend the institutes, and to 
take part in the discussions and to 
appoint committees to help the teacher 
in organizing home and school clubs 
in their own community. 

A General Response. 


The response has deen worthy of 
women wWwno have already done so much 
for Georgia education. So many nave "ee 
sponded that it 's not possible .» men- 
tion them all, but special credit is due 


to the elubs at Madison, Tifton, Ath- 


ens, Rome and Cumming. In my own 
territory the cliubds at Conyers, Deca- 
tur, Canton and (rainesville have 
helped gladly.

A ready made schovu!, the expense of 
which the people of the community 
have had to share, is not half so noble 
a gift to them as a local tax of 6 mills

A mountain community will no more 
appreciate an industrial school. set 
down in their midst than Atlanta and 
Savannah would appreciate a trade 
school est*blished by a Rochester or 
Boston p¥PYanthropist. 

The trade school is quite as much 
needed in both cities mentioned as 
the industrial schoo] in any mountain 
district, but in both cases the best 
work of the philanthropist would be 
to arouse the people to an impelMng 
sense of neels and then to allow them 
to work out their own salvation. 

It mixvht be as pleasant to the Roch- 
ester philanthropist to help Atlanta 
and Savannah. with money as it is now 
for good ladies in southern cities to 
raise moncy for mountain schools (and 
the money help in the one case would 
be about as wise as in the other), but 
one would hope to see the philanthro- 
pist restrain his feelings and try to do 
the effective, rather than the pleasant 
thing. 

This is only a type of the problems 
which are to be worked out, and in 
the solution of which the help of the 
club woman is needed. To 80 over- 
wofked an organization in the money 
line as the State Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs it may be a relief to know 
that the schools everywhere need from 
them nothing less than money.

ART IN BROADEST 
SENSE OUTLINED 


At the recent dedication of the new 
art museum of one of our western 
cities, Charles Hutchinson, president of 
the American Federation of Arts, said 
in part: 

“At the present time, when we use] 
the word art, it is generally understoo:l 
that we refer to painting. sculptur: 
or architecture. This limited use of 
the word is unfortunate, since it has 
in a large measure led unthinking 
people to look upon art as something 
apart from daily life. Nothing is more 
untrue than this assumption. Art is 
not destined for a small and privileged 
Class. <Art is democratic. It is of the 
people and for the people, and from 


the people have come its greatest cre- 
ators. Giotto, Donatello, Coreggio anJ

| What the everyday housewife calls 
, cooking her beans the expert calls 
Brgy them, with the exception 
that she does not treat them with cold 
, water to finish the process. There are 
green beans which do not need to be 
prepared by this process, but most 
of those of the market do. 

A green bean to be delicious should 
never taste of the water. How any- 
one can cook a green bean by simmer- 
ing it for two or three hours and bave 
it anything but water-logged I do not 
see, but people do so cook it and be- 
lieve it is the ideai way. Of course, 
it can hardly come out a green bean. 

Green beans from the market should 
always be freshened in cold water, 
but to soak them for twelve hours 
after they have been stringed and 
broken in pieces, even in cold weather, 
seems rather excessive, although this 
is recommended by one of our highest 
authorities. 

To Blanch Green Beans.—Drain from 
cold water and drop them tmto salted 
water that is boiling rapidly, allowing 
a teaspoon of salt to two quarts of 
water. Boil rapidly twenty minutes, 
pour into a colander and after they 
dee: drained let cold water run upon 
them. 

After this process, the beans may be 
finished as one chooses. If they are 
soft enough to out without further 
cooking, they may be used for salads 
as they are. As they may be blanched 
some time before it is time to use 
them, this process helps the busy cook 
who has many things to watch and 
care for and prepare at the same time 
for a dinner. A few minutes more of 
cooking is all that is needed in order 
to heat them thoroughly and add 
whatever is needed.

Beans are one of the vegetables in 
particular on which white sauce should 
; not be wasted, It may be more eco- 
|nomical to prepare them thus, but they 
|are so infinitely better with butter 
; only that it would seem best to econo- 
1 mize elsewhere. After. they have been 
; blanched, put on to finish with one- 
1\half cup of boiling salted water to a 
'quart of beans and ve generous with 
‘the butter. A large -tablespoonful is 
all too scant for this measure of beans, 
perhaps enough to cook them in if 
they are to. be on the stove fifteen 
minutes, but more must be added just 
as they are served. 

Mrs. Rorer not only runs cold water 
' over her beans, but she lets them 
;} stand in it for ten minutes to blanch 
,; them. This is something of a waste of 
' bean substance. 
' Fresh beans may be cooked very 
| deliciously and remain green without 
| blanching them by adding a little 
| piece of butter to them when they are 
|half done and letting the water all 
'eook away before they are seasoned 
|further with butter. The wide pole 
'bean is always delicious cooked in 
' this way. 
| Country people with large families 
(often cook their string beans with 
| pork, which must be carefully cleaned 
,} and cooked an hour or two before the 
| beans are added, or they will have a 
coarse flavor. The French cook beans 
with pork, but dice it and cook it for 
a short time before adding the beans. 
A little butter is a great addition to 
beans thus cooked, but not much ig 
| needed.

A Sweet Sponge. 


By Jane Eddington. 

UDGING from the baker’s products, 

people are fond of sweet rolls 

A delightfully smooth, delicious, 

and easily handled sponige may be 

made at home, divided into several 

parts, and these can be variously ma- 
nipulated. 

To this sponge can be added card- 
amon or coriander seeds ground fine, 

or the breads and 
rolls made from 
it may be decor- 
ated with poppy 
or caraway seeds, 
The surface may 
be buttered or 
brusheg with 
beaten ese or 
just egg white, 
and spices a 
many or one ata 
time added. It 
may be meade in- 
to a roll of fine 
texture and is excellent for the sweet- 
er toasts. Slice of this latter brown- 
ed and called rusks or zweiback. And 
even 80 we have not exhausted the 
possibilities of our sponge. 

Most people consider it advisable to 
take a common bread sponge when it 
is at the stage to receive more flour 
and be Kneaded, ang then add egg and 
shortening, etc., for the sweet rolls, 
but other cooks put these into the 
first mixture. The shortening delays 
the rising, but there is a flavor to be 
had by letting a Sponge rise slowly

The following sponge is one that 
several good housewives use without 
regard to the more genera! method of 
taking a plain breag sponge, and mak- 
ing any chosen additions to it. It is 
more likely to be easy to handle in the 
kneading process than in the other 
case, especially when the manipulator 
has but little experience. And, anoth- 
er thing, breag sponges are not easily 
measured by cups. 

SWEET SPONGE—Soak one-half 
cake of compressed yeast in a half cup 
of tepid water. Boil one-half pint of 
milk, and when it is lukewarm add 
to it the yeast, one-half cup of sugar, 
one-fourth cup of butter, one tabie- 
spoon of lard, and one-half of a well- 


beaten egg. Save the other half of 
the egg for brushing the rolls you |} 
make. Mix thoroughly and get to rise. | 
When it has risen sufficiently add | 
flour and knead until it is in a condi- 
tion to be rolled or handled. 

Plain and dainty smal) rolls may be 
made from this dough with no adat- 
tions, or a portion may be cut off and '|

Other Kinds of coffee cakes may be!
